CoP figures 
don't support 
executive 
salary

A s reported in last week’s Bay 
Area Reporter, board mem¬ 
bers at the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation circulated 
a memo on executive salaries last 
month, presumably to set the stage for 
an increase in SFAF Executive Direc¬ 
tor' Pat Christens salary. The memo, 
written by an employment counselor 
at Korn/Ferry International, made it 
appear that Christen’s salary was in 
line with - or less than - those at other 
national nonprofit groups. However, 
additional scrutiny shows that memo 
author Eunice Azzani was extremely 
selective in using statistics to form her 
underlying thesis. 

In the memo, circulated among 
Board President Paul Wisotzky and 
board members Kathleen J. Burke and 
Lonnie Payne, Azzani quoted and 
cited a September 1997 article from 
the Chronicle of Philanthropy as the 
basis for her statement that “average 
medium salary of non-profit execu¬ 
tives nationwide was $193,206.” But 
the statement that follows - that Bay 
Area non-profit executives at agencies 
with “budgets of greater than $15 mil¬ 
lion [are paid in the] salary range [of] 
$150-250K” - radically departs from 
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Pit-bull trial jurors hear of 
'horrific' attack on gay men

C ool, calm, and collected, dressed in a 
neat suit and red tie, behaving as if 
he might have once been a choirboy, 
Justo (“Chewy”) Rivera, 27, took 
the stand in San Francisco Superior 
Court last week to defend himself 
against charges that he, along 
with three of his friends and 
their pit-bull companion, 
beat, kicked, and mauled 
two gay men in and near 
the Church and Market 
intersection nearly 15 
months ago. 

Rivera, along with 
Eltro Nelson and Randolph 
Rodrigues, faces felony as¬ 
sault and hate-crime charges 
in the case, which is now well 
into its third week before a jury. 

Inside the courtroom, the de¬ 
fense table has been crowded, 
with each of the three defen¬ 
dants represented by his own at¬ 
torney. A fourth person alleged 
to have played a central role in 
the assault, identified in court 
only as Marissa, managed to 
evade police at the time of the 
incident, and has yet to be found 
or brought up on charges. 

On the day Rivera took the 
stand, only one person sat at the 
prosecution table, Deputy Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Maria Bee. Her 


charge, made triply difficult by three defense 
lawyers ready to challenge her every line of 
questioning, has been to convince the jurors 
that defendants Rivera, Nelson, and Ro¬ 
drigues not only instigated the brawl on the 
night of December 15,1996, in which two gay 
men suffered serious injuries, includ¬ 
ing severe dog-bite wounds on 
their upper arms, but that

they did so with blatant anti-gay prejudice. 

Compounding Bee’s burden is the ab¬ 
sence from the courtroom of one of the two 
victims of the attack, John Paul Koolas. Sev¬ 
eral prosecution witnesses described Koolas 
as being the first to be assaulted by the de¬ 
fendants on the night in question. They por¬ 
trayed him as a slight, “stereotypically gay” 
young Caucasian man with dyed orangish- 
blond hair, “effeminate” manner¬ 
isms, and clothing that would be 
considered “Castro trendy.” 

According to Community 
United Against Violence 
(CUAV), whose observers have 
been following the so-called “pit¬ 
bull trial” closely, Koolas appears 
to have gone into hiding. He 
could not be located by Bee’s of¬ 
fice in time for the trial. Report¬ 
edly Koolas was so traumatized 
by the bashing, he wished to 
avoid reliving the experience 
through a courtroom drama. 

‘To grandma’s house’ 

The second attack victim, 
Thomas Mason, testified for the 
prosecution in the first week of the 
trial. He told jurors how, on the 
night the incident occurred, he 
came out of a meeting at the St. 

. Francis Lutheran Church, alerted 
that someone had knocked over 
his motorcycle, and soon observed 
Koolas being attacked by several 
people and a dog, and heard him

T he Institute for Community Health 
Outreach (ICHO), formerly the Cal¬ 
ifornia AIDS Intervention Training 
Center, hosted “ A Gathering of Wis¬ 
dom,” an unprecedented strategic planning 
conference for community health outreach 
workers throughout California last week. 
More than 580 people attended the three- 
day conference at the Holiday Inn Golden 
Gateway Hotel in San Francisco from Feb¬ 
ruary 18-20. 

Prior to the closing dinner banquet on 
Friday, February 20, keynote speaker Dr.

General and the first African-American to 
hold the post, spoke at a press conference ad¬ 
dressing the impact of the conference and 
the state of community health outreach 
work in California and in the U.S. 

Among other wide-ranging subjects, El¬ 
ders spoke of drug treatment programs as 
one of the more viable ways to prevent the 
spread of HIV across the country, and com¬

Alioto sues over 
cheesy behavior to 
lesbian Kraft worker

A Pleasanton woman who 
claims her employer, Kraft 
Foods, Inc., discriminated 
against her because of her sexual 
orientation, gender, and age has 
filed suit in Alameda County Su¬ 
perior Court, demanding a jury 
trial and seeking punitive dam¬ 
ages for the company’s “wrongful 
and malicious conduct.” The 
plaintiff in the case, Nancy Bento, 
is being represented by former 
Supervisor Angela Alioto. 

According to the complaint 
Alioto filed on February 4, Bento, 
who describes herself as lesbian, 
began working as a credit analyst at 
Kraft’s San Leandro facility in the 
fall of 1992. Thereafter, she “was 
subjected to continual and wrong¬ 
ful harassment, discrimination, 
and disparate treatment based on 
her sexual orientation.” In addition, 
at various times she found her car 
tires slashed at work, and the word 
“DYKE,” in a circle with a horizon¬ 
tal line running through it, 
scrawled on her car door. The same 
hostile message appeared on a 
sheet of paper placed anonymous¬ 
ly in her company mailbox. 

As a result, Bento claims to have 
suffered not only financial and ca¬ 
reer setbacks, but “chronic 
headaches, depression, malaise, em¬ 
barrassment, anger, nervousness, 
extreme insecurity, and insomnia.” 

At press time, Kraft Foods, 
which is owned by the Philip 
Morris company, had yet to reply 


to the legal complaint. 

The suit alleges that Kraft’s cus¬ 
tomer service director, Ronald 
Volpe, repeatedly denied Bento 
promotion to a management posi¬ 
tion, despite Bento’s “consistently 
high performance evaluations and 
seniority over other applicants.” 

Less than a year after finally 
being promoted to the position of 
financial manager through the in¬ 
tervention of a recently hired pro¬ 
ject manager, Bento was accused 
by her superiors of sexually ha¬ 
rassing two female workers at 
Kraft. The alleged harassment 
consisted of hugging a temporary 
employee farewell, and massaging 
a co-worker’s shoulder at that co¬ 
worker’s request. 

According to the complaint, 
the temp worker, who had been 
under Bento’s supervision, had 
become increasingly hostile and 
insubordinate. After her agency 
terminated her employment with 
Kraft, the worker returned to 
gather her belongings, apologized 
to Bento for her hostility and in¬ 
subordination, confessed to cer¬ 
tain “personal problems,” thanked 
Bento for “giving [her] a chance,” 
and hugged Bento, indicating that 
she would “keep in touch.” 

Keep in touch she did, but with 
a startling twist. Three days later, 
the temp worker returned to the 
Kraft office and “began shouting 
derogatory comments” about 
Bento, referring to her as a “fuck¬ 
ing dyke,” and indicating that she 
“hated [Bento’s] kind.” 

About a week after that incident, 


the human resources manager at 
Kraft’s San Leandro facility, Rene 
Jackson, called Bento into her office 
and angrily demanded to know 
whether Bento had ever “touched” 
the temp worker in an improper 
manner. Bento was later ordered to 
study Kraft’s “harassment policy.” 

Within a few weeks, Jackson 
called Bento back in her office, 
where Jackson and Kraft’s area 
controller, Timothy Legacy, ad¬ 
vised Bento that she had been 
“witnessed” using a “vibrator” on 
another female employee, and that 
such “offensive” and “disgusting” 
behavior would not be tolerated. 

In actuality, Bento had been 
talking with a co-worker who was 
massaging a sore muscle in her 
back or shoulder with a hand¬ 
held electricmassager. At that co¬ 
worker’s request, Bento assisted 
her by holding the electric unit 
during their conversation. 

Nonetheless, on the basis of 
these “incidents,” Legacy demoted 
Bento to a non-management po¬ 
sition. He warned Bento that she 
would be terminated if she ever 
“touched another employee.” Jack- 
son let Bento know “your type is 
not management material.” 

In Alioto’s view, it was Kraft, 
not Bento, that acted badly. 

“There can be no excuse for this 
type of behavior,” Alioto said. “It is 
outrageous that Kraft Foods would 
condone such despicable behaviat 
by its management. How can a 
company that helps feed American 
families tolerate homophobia, ig¬ 
norance, and bigotry?” T 


SF decorators found guilty 
of laundering drug money

i§P wo gay interior decorators 
from the Bay Area who fur- 
ll nished a notorious drug 
dealer’s homes have been found 
guilty of racketeering conspiracy 
and money laundering. 

Alexander Blarek and Frank 


Pellecchia, who were tried in U.S. 
District Court in Brooklyn, are 
under house arrest awaiting sen¬ 
tencing. 

The co-workers and compan¬ 
ions, employees of Cali cartel 
kingpin Jose Santacruz Londono, 
both were found not guilty of 
racketeering. Blarek, who faced an 
additional charge of interstate 


travel in aid of racketeering, was 
found guilty on that count. 

A spokesman for the federal 
prosecutor told United Press In¬ 
ternational that a forfeiture hear¬ 
ing will be held on March 4. At 
that proceeding, the government 
will ask to forfeit the defendants’ 
assets believed to be the proceeds 
of criminal activity, including a 
multimillion-dollar Sea Cliff 
home; property in East Hampton, 
N.Y.; bank accounts; cars; and the 
contents of several safe deposit 
boxes. 

A sentencing hearing has not 
yet been scheduled. 

Until then, Blarek and Pellec¬ 
chia are wearing ankle bracelets 
and have to check in with local 
authorities every day. They are al¬ 
lowed to travel only within the 
boroughs of Brooklyn and Man¬ 
hattan. 

According to court papers, 
Londono hired the pair in the late 
1970s. They spent the next two 
decades traveling the world, col¬ 
lecting expensive artwork and fur¬ 
niture for their cocaine-trafficking 
boss, always shipping the mer¬ 
chandise to “straw men” in 
Colombia. 

In October 1986, Congress 
passed money laundering laws 
that made transactions using 
more than $10,000 in drug money 
illegal. ▼

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Castro merchants fed up 
with ‘pro panhandlers’

m astro merchants, fed up 
with “professional panhan- 
1 P dlers” in the area, held a 
meeting with city officials last 
Thursday, February 19, and while 
they heard a lot about the coordi¬ 
nated approach among depart¬ 
ments regarding services for 
homeless residents, the business 
owners made it abundantly clear 
that they are not concerned with 
those who are truly homeless. 
They’re angry about the people 
who come to the Castro to pan¬ 
handle, collect their money, and 
leave oftentimes to buy drugs in 
the Haight and other parts of the 
city. They drive customers away 
and contribute to an overall de¬ 
cline of the neighborhood, assert¬ 
ed Merchants of Upper Market 
and Castro (MUMC) President 
Patrick Batt and other residents. 

Supervisor Leslie Katz called 
the meeting, which was supposed 
to include a walking tour until 
heavy rain prevented that. Batt 
said the reason merchants wanted 
local officials to walk the neigh¬ 
borhood is so they could see first 
hand the “professional panhan¬ 
dlers,” and talk to merchants. Katz 
said she’ll reschedule the tour. 

It appeared to some that Katz 
had usurped the Castro homeless 
and panhandler issue from fellow 


gay Supervisor Tom Ammiano. 
He attended last week’s meeting 
and took the floor before Katz got 
started, to explain his efforts. He, 
MUMC, Castro Area Planning + 
Action (CAPA), and other groups 
have met for nine months to try 
to figure out how to deal with the 
problems. The supervisor conced¬ 
ed that although several small im¬ 
provements have been made, 
progress has been slow. 

On Monday, February 23, Am¬ 
miano introduced a resolution at 
the Board of Supervisors meeting 
urging the mayor to develop 
neighborhood specific programs 
for homeless populations, includ¬ 
ing the Castro. 

Katz denied swiping Ammi- 
ano’s issue, saying she’s been 
working on broader homeless is¬ 
sues in the city all along. Last 
week, she brought a small army of 
bureaucrats, including represen¬ 
tatives from the Mayor’s Office of 
Homelessness, the Department of 
Public Health, the Mayor’s Office 
of Neighborhood Services, the 
San Francisco Police Department, 
the Department of Human Ser¬ 
vices, and the Mayor’s Office of 
Housing. Each gave a brief sum¬ 
mary of services available to 
homeless residents. 

To Batt and the other mer¬ 
chants, that was all fine and good, 
but not what they wanted to talk 
about. “This is a quality of life 


issue,” Batt told the crowd of 25. 
“The Castro is a magnet for 
tourists. It’s not just a voting block, 
it’s an economic block.” He added 
that the revenues brought into city 
coffers by way of tourist dollars 
spent in the Castro is reason 
enough for the city to help the 
merchants with the panhandling 
issue, and hinted business owners 
are poised to take action if assis¬ 
tance is not forthcoming. 

Backing up that statement, Jeff 
Ward, MUMC’s vice president of 
community affairs, presented a 
draft flyer that may be posted 
soon, urging residents and 
tourists not to give change to pan¬ 
handlers. Instead, the flyer urges 
people to donate their money or 
volunteer their time to one of sev¬ 
eral local agencies that provide 
services to homeless and street 
populations. 

Katz told the B.A.R. that she 
and others got MUMC’s message. 
“Absolutely. I felt it was quite a 
productive meeting. There’s a dif¬ 
ference between those who are 
truly homeless and the ‘profes¬ 
sional panhandlers.’ I view that as 
my neighborhood and I want to 
see results.” 

Ammiano said he’ll continue 
holding monthly meetings; the 
next is scheduled for March 26. ▼

A Full Service Pharmacy / Compounding 
Delivery Service Available 
Use your ATM, Visa, or Mastercard 

450 Sutter Street - Fourth Floor 


Hours: Monday-Friday 9:OOAM - 6:OOPM 

www.citysearch.com/sfo/450sutterpharm 


Castro Fair hearing moved 


by Mark Mardon 


hearing on granting the 
1998 Castro Street Fair per¬ 
mit, originally slated for 
February 26, has been rescheduled 
for 9 a.m. Thursday, March 12. 

Officials at the city’s Depart¬ 
ment of Parking and Traffic, 
where the hearing is to take place, 
indicated the later hearing date 
would allow parties at odds over 
the fair’s operating procedures to 
hash out their concerns prior to 
the permit hearing. A mediation 
effort was suggested by Supervi¬ 
sor Tom Ammiano after some 
Castro residents and fair support¬ 
ers complained that the current 
Castro Street Fair board of direc¬ 
tors inadequately represents the 
interests of the Castro’s gay and 
lesbian community. 

The fair’s leading critic, recent¬ 


ly ousted board member Edward 
Goehring [see “Rabble-rouser 
bounced from Castro Street Fair 
board,” B.A.R ., February 5], said 
he questions “the propriety of the 
fair’s being managed by promot¬ 
ers from outside the Castro,” and 
believes far too little of the fair’s 
income gets returned to the gay 
and lesbian community. 

In addition, Goehring has 
questioned whether the fair board 
is operating legally according to 
its charter, a matter he said “peo¬ 
ple inside the fair organization” 
have taken to the California State 
Registry of Charitable Trusts for 
investigation. V

1,500 school 
district staff get 
diversity training

wo weeks ago about 1,500 
employees of 21 city schools 
II took part in training de¬ 
signed to educate the educators, 
so to speak, about lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender (LGBT) 
youth so that they — and all other 
students — can feel and be safe 
while in the classroom or involved 
in other school activities. The two 
days of professional development 
were just one of the goals of the 
San Francisco Board of Education 
resolution that was adopted in 
1996 and that began to be imple¬ 
mented last year. 

Dr. Juanita Owens, a member 
of the San Francisco Board of Ed¬ 
ucation, told the B.A.R. that she 
sat in at one of the sessions and 
praised the presentations and ma¬ 
terials used. Kevin Gogin, director 
of support services for sexual mi¬ 
nority youth in the district’s 
Health Programs Department, 
said he was equally pleased. Gogin 
prepared a comprehensive hand¬ 
out for the thousands of partici¬ 
pants, who included janitors, cler¬ 
ical staff, teachers, aides, and oth¬ 
ers at all of San Francisco’s 17 
middle schools and four kinder¬ 
garten through eighth-grade cam¬ 
puses. 

It was Owens who spearhead¬ 
ed implementation of a district 
resolution passed by former 
Trustee Angie Fa in 1996. The 
board’s resolution is fully sup¬ 
ported by Superintendent Bill 
Rojas. “This is pro-active,” Owens 
told the B.A.R.. “We don’t want a

kid to get beat up.” Owens partic¬ 
ipated in the session held at Ho¬ 
race Mann Middle School. “My 
first impression of the workshop 
I attended was the presenters were 
knowledgeable and diverse. I felt 
it was engaging in presentation, 
there were group discussions, 
good handouts, and it was orga¬ 
nized,” she said. 

At the workshop she attended, 
Owens discussed the significance 
of the Jamie Nabozny case, in 
which the 21-year-old won a 
$900,000 settlement in November 
1996 from a Wisconsin school 
district after a jury determined 
that school administrators failed 
to protect the openly gay student 


from repeated anti-gay abuse by 
other students while he was in 
middle school and high school 
from 1987 to 1993. 

Goals of the San Francisco 
training included increasing 
staff’s comfort level regarding the 
issue of sexual minorities, under¬ 
standing the district’s anti-slur 
policy, and gaining access to ap¬ 
propriate referrals for staff, stu¬ 
dents, and families. Staff were 
given guidelines to deal with 
questions frequently raised by 
students, including those asked 
for their shock value such as “So, 
just what do fags do in bed any¬ 
way?” A list of resources for teach¬ 
ers was also distributed. 

Gogin said development train¬ 
ing for elementary school staff is 
next. He added that the majority 
of evaluations he has received 
from district staff have been ex¬ 
tremely positive; which he attrib¬ 
uted to the diversity of people 
who took part in leading the 
workshops. Representatives from 
Community United Against Vio¬ 
lence (CUAV), Lavender Youth 
Recreation and Information Cen¬ 
ter (LYRIC), Children of Lesbians 
and Gays Everywhere (COLAGE), 
Parents and Friends of Lesbians 
and Gays (P-FLAG), Lavender 
Youth Family Empowerment 
(LYFE) program, All Our Families 
Together Coalition, and the Alter¬ 
native Family Project were pre¬ 
sent. 

“It was great that staff got to 
see the community and very im¬ 
portant that the community saw 
who teachers are and their con¬ 
cerns,” Gogin told the B.A.R. ▼

T he Reverend Jimmy Creech, 
the first United Methodist 
m minister to be brought up 
on charges for violating that de¬ 
nomination’s ban on clergy per¬ 
forming same-sex commitment 
ceremonies, will visit San Francis¬ 
co this weekend. Creech’s only 
local public appearance will be as 
a special guest speaker on Sunday, 
March 1 at the 7 p.m. service at 
the Metropolitan Community 
Church of San Francisco, located 
at 150 Eureka Street in the Castro. 

Creech, the suspended pastor 
of First United Methodist Church 
in Omaha, Nebraska, faces trial 
before a church judicial body on 
March 11-13 in Kearney, Nebras¬ 
ka, a small city 186 miles west of 
Omaha. Creech is accused of vio¬ 
lating church law by performing a 
commitment ceremony for two 
women members of his church in 
September, 1997, against instruc¬ 
tions from his bishop. 

-He has been suspended from 
pastoral responsibilities as a result 
of the charge of “Disobedience to 
the Order and Discipline of the 
United Methodist Church” since 
November 10,1997. 

The United Methodist 
Church’s General Conference in 
1996 added to the denomination’s 
Book of Discipline language that 
states that “ceremonies that cele¬ 
brate homosexual unions shall 
not be conducted by our minis¬ 
ters and shall not be conducted in 
our churches.” That language was 
placed in a section called “Social 
Principles,” which Creech argues 
is meant for guidance for conduct 
and decision-making, and which 
he believes does not contain en¬ 
forceable rules. 

According to denominational 
sources, Creech states that his ac¬ 
tions were “consistent with the 
gospel of Jesus Christ and with 
my Calling as a pastor of the Unit¬ 
ed Methodist Church.” 

Creech’s trial will be conduct¬ 
ed by retired Bishop Leroy Ho- 
dapp of Evanston, Indiana, who 
served for eight years as head of 
the Illinois Area and then eight 
years as head of the Indiana Area. 
At Creech’s request, the trial will 
be open, and his supporters have 
booked blocks of rooms at three 
local hotels. 

The decision will be made by a 
jury of 13 Nebraska clergy and 


two alternates, chosen with con¬ 
sideration given to racial, ethnic, 
and gender diversity. Nine votes 
are necessary for a conviction, 
which must be based on “clear 
and convincing” evidence. 

If found guilty, Creech faces 
possible expulsion, removal of or¬ 
dination credentials, or a lesser 
penalty. He has already said that 
he will appeal any guilty decision 
all the way to the denomination’s 
top judicial body.

|| kay, here’s a nightmare scenario: sup- 

§| pose those two guys with sympathy 
for the White Aryan Resistance had 
possessed anthrax germs. (For those who 
have been in a coma or in Katmandu for the 
last week or so, the FBI arrested former 
WAR officer Larry Wayne Harris and 
William Leavitt on suspicion of possessing 
biological warfare agents, but it has turned 
out — so far — that the men only had an 
anthrax vaccine for cattle, and are now 
under continuing scrutiny.) 

But assume for the moment that far- 
right wackos had gotten (or do get) their 
hands on germs like anthrax. Say they put 
easily broken vials of the stuff in overnight 
mail envelopes and post them to the major 
centers of what they would consider enemy 
activity: New York City, San Francisco, Los 
Angeles, and maybe Miami. As the en¬ 
velopes bump along through the delivery 
system, they release some of their deadly 
contents, which are carried away through 
other mail addressed to the rest of the coun¬ 
try. 

When the anthrax arrives in San Fran¬ 
cisco, the germs spread and take effect 
quickly. People who previously seemed to 
be healthy start collapsing in the streets. The 
situation immediately escalates to epidem¬ 
ic proportions. 

How will we respond? 

Just to keep the nightmare aspect of this 
whole fantasy, let’s assume the federal gov¬ 
ernment starts by caring more about trac¬ 
ing and tracking the disease than treating it. 

Let’s assume the legislators in the great 
State of California start discussing quaran¬ 
tine. 

And let’s assume that when the citizenry 
gets together to battle the illness, career bu¬ 
reaucrats see their opportunity to turn a 
quick buck. Or, more specifically, a few hun¬ 
dred thousand quick bucks each. 

They would, naturally, form the San 
Francisco Anthrax Foundation, with the 
ostensible purpose of protecting people 
from the disease. They would quickly form 
a search committee for an executive direc¬ 
tor, and then choose a person sitting on 
that committee to run the foundation. The 
board would be called upon to rubber 


stamp the decisions that person made, and 
to quickly provide pay raises to that per¬ 
son. 

Consultants from executive search firms 
would be asked to provide justification for 
those pay raises — just in case any of the 
people who were at risk of dying from the 
disease raised any objections. The justifica¬ 
tion would come in the form of mixed sta¬ 
tistical gathering, the assertion that the An¬ 
thrax Foundation “should be run like a 
business,” and statements that the executive 
director’s salary should be in line with pro¬ 
fessionals from the world of business 
and industry. 

Meanwhile, the outlook for 
the anthrax-infected would grow , 
bleaker. Some would be tossed 
out of the homes where they had 
lived for years. The incapacitated 
would suffer food shortages. The phar¬ 
maceutical companies would resist ef¬ 
forts to bring the costs of an¬ 
thrax antidotes down (while 
contributing mightily to the 
Anthrax Foundation), and 
states across the country would establish 
lotteries to draw the names of the lucky few 
who got the medicine that might save their 
lives. 

And the San Francisco Anthrax Founda¬ 
tion would grow, with millions spent on 
salaries, travel, and on a nebulous public 
policy department that has limited effect on 
actual public policies. Efforts would be 
made to put the non-infected executive di¬ 
rector on the board of the National Associ¬ 
ation of People With Anthrax, and money 
from the San Francisco-based foundation 
would be dispatched to other career bu¬ 
reaucrats in Washington, D.C. who were 
supposedly “lobbying” on behalf of people 
who were dying — but without any notice¬ 
able result. 

Fundraising “events” like extended bike 
jaunts and walks through the park would be 
inaugurated, supposedly to funnel money 
to the infected, but producers would feel 
free to suck hundreds of thousands of dol¬ 
lars out of the kitty before passing on what¬ 
ever is left to already profligate bureaucra¬ 
cies that would then use the money for 


overhead. Some fundraisers would even lose 
money. 

As more people became concerned that 
the foundation was out of touch and was 
squandering precious resources, board 
members would vote to close the process by 
which anybody could attend board meet¬ 
ings. The communications director would 
tell out-of-town newspapers that all criti¬ 
cism was a personal grudge against the ex¬ 
ecutive director, and that local press cover¬ 
age on the burgeoning problem was, for ex¬ 
ample, “zero integrity reporting” rather 
than attention to a genuine crisis. 

Wouldn’t all that be terrible? 

All that is terrible, and is no less so 
simply because the disease that has 
led to all these problems is AIDS, 
rather thananthrax. If it makes your 
blood boil to think of a fat San Fran¬ 
cisco Anthrax Foundation wasting its 
^ resources while people die homeless 
and starving on street corners, 
it should also make you furi¬ 
ous that the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation (SFAF) 
spends its time figuring out bogus ways to 
justify a raise to its executive director when 
so many people with AIDS are, as of this 
writing, hungry, homeless, and without ac¬ 
cess to medication. 

We think the SFAF executive director — 
and anyone else at that organization who 
thinks AIDS is a career rather than a crisis 

— should visit an employment counselor, 
but not for justification of their current rate 
of pay. We think they should dust off the old 
resumes and start setting up job interviews. 
There are fabulously well-paying jobs out 
there that SFAF executives are free to apply 
for, but in a corporate world they would 
have to pass muster and prove their worth 

— in a way that they certainly don’t have to 
now, and in a way we suspect they probably 
can’t, based on past performance. They 
seem to know it, too. 

Fortunately, for the time being at least, 
we don’t have to worry about anthrax in 
San Francisco. But that’s no reason to relax: 
there’s still AIDS, which is worrying 
enough. Especially when those who are sup¬ 
posed to be helping only make it worse. ▼ 



It's time to end the SFAF AIDS salary scandal!

■ p|| ynthia Laird’s investigation into the 
SFAF AIDS salary scandal (“Internal 

% document leaked: SFAF board takes 
note of exec salaries,” Bay Area Reporter, 
February 19, 1998) failed to soynd the 
alarm over a deceptive numbers game that 
the San Francisco AIDS Foundation (SFAF) 
has employed for over a year to justify the 
outrageous salary it pays Executive Director 
Pat Christen. 

Since May of 1995, when ACT UP/San 
Francisco first demanded Christen’s ouster, 
we have repeatedly confronted SFAF in an 
effort to alert the gay community that the 
organization pays its executive director an 
annual income excessively high for an orga¬ 
nization responding to the demands of 
AIDS — an urgent situation where re¬ 
sources must be conserved. Since the initi¬ 
ation of our “Fat Cat Pat” campaign, and in 
response to the infamous kitty litter inci¬ 
dent, SFAF’s Board of Directors have main¬ 
tained that Christen’s salary of more than 
$170,000 is fair and equitable. When grilled 
about the ongoing controversy last year by 
the B.A.R., HIV-positive AIDS Foundation 
Board President Paul Wisotzky initiated 
SFAF’s defense of Christen’s pay by assert¬ 
ing that her annual salary outlay is based on 
“a market survey of CEOs of similarly-sized 
health non-profits around the country to 
make sure we are in range of those salaries.” 
Wisotzky went on to state that the person 
who heads those evaluations is Kathleen J. 
Burke, Vice Chairman of Bank of America’s 
Corporate Human Resources (“Pat answers: 
SF AIDS Foundation board prez Paul 
Wisotzky speaks to the B.A.R.”, Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, January 2,1997). 

On January 20, 1998, ACT UP/SF was 
leaked an internal memo from Vice Chair¬ 


man Burke to the AIDS Foundation board 
of directors that revealed results of a survey 
comparing yearly nonprofit executive 
salaries to the annual incomes of the orga¬ 
nizations they head. The memo urged 
SFAF’s board to cite $193,206 as the medi¬ 
an nationwide salary of nonprofit execu¬ 
tives to which Christen’s income should be 
compared. However, upon investigation 
ACT UP/San Francisco uncovered that this 
$193,000 average strictly applies to orga¬ 
nizations with yearly incomes be¬ 
tween $38.9 million to $2.8 billion 
— two to 150 times that of SFAF’s 
$18 million annual budget. (’’Exec¬ 
utive Pay Outpaces Inflation,” 
Chronicle of Philanthropy, Septem¬ 
ber 4,1997). 

Christen’s annual pay in 
1991 was $74,753. Since 
that time it has more than 
doubled (“A year in the 
life of SFAF”, B.A.R., Jan¬ 
uary 1,1998). Coincidentally, at the begin¬ 
ning of 1996 (a full year before the kitty lit¬ 
ter incident) when Christen’s salary closed 
in on the $150,000 mark amidst cries of 
greed from the gay community, SFAF qui¬ 
etly passed policy to close all future board 
of directors meetings to the public in an ef¬ 
fort to avoid community criticism. 

Applying the Chronicle of Philanthropy’s 
salary per income pay scale calculation to 
SFAF’s $18 million annual budget, it reveals 
that the executive director for a non-profit 
the size of SFAF should receive between 
$60,000 and $80,000 per year. Rather than 
expose the fact that Christen’s salary is two 
to three times higher than is acceptable, 
Laird quotes SFAF Board of Director advi¬ 
sor Eunice Azzani of the Korn/Ferry Inter¬ 
national management promotion company, 
who states that executive salaries of non¬ 
profit charities should be set at the level of a 


corporate business. “Why shouldn’t people 
in non-profits make more money?” she 
asks. 

Make no mistake, the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation was never intended to be 
another self-perpetuating business in the 
complacent corporate world. It was created 
as an emergency response to the unprece¬ 
dented emergent health threat affecting gay 
men. 

ACT UP/SF demands that this non¬ 
profit charity be directly responsible to the 
AIDS community it professes to serve. Pat 
Christen has been ripping off queers 
in crisis for a long time and we’re 
sick of it. Hear this, SFAF: You 
work for us, the HIV/AIDS 
community, and don’t ever for¬ 
get it. Shutting out the 
public from your board 
of directors meetings 
won’t make this scandal 
disappear. 

It is time for the community to stand up 
and confront SFAF’s deceptive salary 
scheme. Gays and lesbians must realize that 
the infrastructure we built to address AIDS 
has become corrupt and the straight people 
who have ascended to positions of power in 
it are not helping us, are not serving us, but 
are instead exploiting us. We have the power 
to tear down that structure and build a new 
one based on sacrifice rather than greed. 
Let’s go down to the next board of director 
meetings, without invitations, and in our 
best Joan Crawford say, “Don’t fuck with us 
fellas!” Otherwise, the powers that be won’t 
ever change. Call “Fat Cat” Pat Christen at 
487-3077, demand that she return the 
money she stole from our community, and 
tell her you’ll be at the next board of direc¬ 
tors meeting March 25 to make sure her re¬ 
placement doesn’t get a chance to fuck over 
the gay community. T 
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A reason to remain Republican? 

Regarding the letter from Harmon Rabb in the 19 
February issue, the one titled “Demos Do Sink:” do 
you guys have a closet Democrat on your staff? Those 
three words made his case better than anything in the 
body of his letter, typos and all! 

Rabb and I probably disagree on a lot of things, 
but he has a point: you do blast Clinton and the De¬ 
mocrats when they need it and when they don’t. And 
you lob softball criticism at my Republican party, 
even when we need to be hit on the head. For exam¬ 
ple — where is your commentary on Trent Lott’s re¬ 
fusal to allow the Hormel nomination to come to a 
vote? 

The problem with this, it seems to me, is that you 
give a message to our Party that they can treat us with 
impunity, and they will get no criticism or challenge 
from the primary California gay paper. So why both¬ 
er even to listen to our concerns? 

A good buddy of mine — like me, a lifelong gay 
Republican — is also a teacher and a member of the 
National Education Association. He formed a group 
of Republican teachers who want to make that liber¬ 
al organization a lot more conservative. He asked for 
a meeting with Haley Barbour when he was head of 
the Party, and got it. Barbour told him he had no in¬ 
terest in Republican teachers, he could go fly a kite. 
Instead he resigned from the Republican party and is 
now an independent. 

I understand the feeling. I’m no fan of 
Clinton, but I have to admit my software 
company has done exceptionally well 
while he’s been in office. So have my in¬ 
vestments. A1 Gore met with a group of us 
recently, and I was more impressed than 
I wanted to be. 

Meanwhile, my party is about to 
nominate that great friend of gay men 
and lesbians, Lungren, as its candidate for governor. 
Will you support him? 

I’m looking for reasons to remain a Republican. 
I’m not finding them in the Bay Area Reporter.

The preliminary report 
from the Mayor’s Summit on AIDS & HIV contains a 
well-written analysis of the issue including specific 
recommendations that I endorse. Specifically, San 
Francisco should consider the development of a new 
model HIV monitoring system that does not rely on 
names reporting. 

The reality we must confront is that the Centers 
for Disease Control has considered a proposal for 
names reporting as a condition of federal funding for 
HIV/AIDS. Also, at the state level, the California Med¬ 
ical Association has submitted a proposal for names 
reporting. We must face the reality that these propos¬ 
als are coming down the road, and we must have a 
working alternative in place to fight these efforts. 

We can meet the public health goals that addi¬ 
tional data would provide through a non-names- 
based system that protects privacy and confidential¬ 
ly. San Francisco can continue its legacy of leadership 
in the fight against AIDS by developing a model sys¬ 
tem that is NOT names-based and does; not serve as 
a disincentive to anyone seeking HIV testing and 
treatment.

The war at home 

Gay, lesbian, and bisexual Americans should op¬ 
pose a military solution to the crisis in Iraq until the 
military’s war against gay citizens and soldiers has 
ended.

Gay, lesbian, and bisexual Americans, however, 
should withhold our support from U.S. military ac¬ 
tion in the Iraq conflict until a truce has been declared 
in the military’s war on our own Constitutional 
rights. “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell,” a federal law which sin¬ 
gles out gays for second-class citizenship, denies us 
our dignity and our free speech rights (Don’t Tell), 
while turning a prejudiced eye away from the 563 il¬ 
legal investigations (the “Ask” portion of Don’t Ask) 
of gay military personnel last year. Meanwhile, hun¬ 
dreds of gays and lesbians lost their military careers 
last year due to the flagrantly discriminatory policies 
of the U.S. military. Although we have so far been un¬ 
able to secure enforcement of our Constitutional 
right to equality, the fight is not over. By refusing to 
support — or even by protesting against — the op¬ 
pressive military establishment, gay, lesbian, and bi¬ 
sexual Americans can send a strong message to those 
who deny us our birthrights: anti-gay discrimination 
by the military will cost it the support of millions of 
conscientious, dignified, and competent American 
citizens. The current war against the rights and dig¬ 
nity of gays, lesbians, and bisexuals at home must end 
before we even consider supporting a war abroad.

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The Devil and 
Daniel Lungren

alifornia Attorney General 
Dan Lungren last week for¬ 
mally kicked off his cam¬ 
paign for governor by signaling to 
the state’s voters that his would be 
an effort to “revive religious val¬ 
ues” in public policy debate. In 
other words, he’s putting 
Satan on notice. 

The Republican can¬ 
didate, a Roman 
Catholic bitterly op¬ 
posed to abortion, tried 
to temper his evan¬ 
gelical approach to 
the campaign by say¬ 
ing that he 
would not im¬ 
pose his 
strongly held 
religious values on anyone else. 
However, he insisted that “if we 
are to be a successful people, we 
have to be a religious people as 
well.” 

In a kickoff speech up and 
down the Golden State that 
sounded to many as though he 
were a candidate for a Vatican 
post, Lungren praised his par¬ 
ents’ generation as a model of 
virtue and declared that “we 
are going to be a campaign 
that does not believe that 
separation of church and 
state means separation of 
public debate and reli¬ 
gious values.” While Mr. 
Lungren’s deeply held 
convictions are no secret, 
it is the first time in mem¬ 
ory that such a note of re¬ 
ligiosity has been so 
sharply injected into a race 
for governor by a promi¬ 
nent candidate. 

The attorney general ex¬ 
plained to reporters that 
“there’s a yearning [in Califor¬ 
nia] for a discussion of what the 
proper role of religious values is 
in society, and I think we ought to 
bring it out from the under¬ 
ground and discuss it.” He then 
pointed to a study commissioned 
by Texas Governor George W. 
Bush into the relationship be¬ 
tween government programs and 
religious, or “faith-based,” organi¬ 
zations, and stated that he would 
favor a similar study for Califor¬ 
nia. Ostensibly, such a study 
would determine whether [and 
what] religious groups might pro¬ 
vide services better than govern¬ 
ment does now. 

A strong proponent of “family 
values,” Lungren also declared 
that as governor, he would judge 
every state program “on whether 
it tends to keep families together 
rather than pulling them apart.” 
The attorney general’s well- 
known opposition to gay rights 
would presumably endanger any 
programs promoting such. 

In a speech Saturday before the 
state GOP’s annual winter con¬ 
vention in Burlingame, the arch¬ 
conservative gubernatorial nomi¬ 
nee carried his evangelical ap¬ 
proach a step further, proclaiming 
that coming to grips with the 
“moral erosion” of modern soci¬ 
ety will be the overriding issue of 
his effort to succeed Pete Wilson 
as California’s governor. While 
touching on the usual issues of 
safe neighborhoods, better 
schools, lower taxes, and econom¬ 
ic development, Lungren made it 
clear that the “moral issue” is fun¬ 
damentally more important than 


any of those concerns. 

“While we have great wealth, 
there is also a spiritual poverty 
that breeds hopelessness and vio¬ 
lence,” the AG continued. He 
added that “we must address the 
moral erosion at the root of all 
our problems.” 

Already the political darling of 
the religious right, Mr. Lungren 
admitted that even some 
of his closest advisors 
were “wondering” 
about the “tone” of 
his announcement 
speeches. Neverthe¬ 
less, he spoke to the 
convention about the 
“virtue” of the state and 
society in gen¬ 
eral, and 
stressed again 
the need for 
family and moral values. He in¬ 
sisted that, while he believed 
strongly that the “issue of faith” 
should be part of any discussion 
of the future, it doesn’t violate the 


principle of the separation of 
church and state. 

Although some political prog¬ 
nosticators had forecast that Mr. 
Lungren — who is politically at 
odds with most California voters 
on issues like gay rights, abortion, 
gun control, and the environment 
— would now attempt to move 
toward the political center to bet¬ 
ter position himself for the No¬ 
vember general election, it’s clear 
by both his formal announcement 
speech and his address during his 
“coronation” convention declara¬ 
tion that he harbors no such in¬ 
tention. Obviously, Lungren is not 
looking ahead to the November 
election. He appears more wor¬ 
ried about locking up his Repub¬ 
lican base in the June open pri¬ 
mary, even though he has no seri¬ 
ous opposition there. 

Dan Lungren’s blatant kow¬ 
towing to the religious right 
might be working to shore up the 
Christian fundamentalist vote 
now, but it’s highly unlikely such 
tactics will be nearly so effective 
come November against an oppo¬ 
nent like either the liberal Gray 
Davis or the more moderate Al 
Checchi or Jane Harman. In 
fact, these same evangelical ap¬ 
peals could easily backfire with a 
wary California electorate. 

Politics and people 

Gubernatorial hopeful Al 
Checchi has reportedly already 


spent $8 million on television ads, 
attempting to bolster his name 
recognition. U.S. Senate wannabe 
Darrell Issa has also reportedly 
dropped millions for the same 
reason. Interestingly, both Chec¬ 
chi (a Democrat) and Issa (a Re¬ 
publican) have done so without 
once mentioning which political 
party they belong to. Undoubted¬ 
ly, their strategists hope this “sin 
of omission” will help their gold¬ 
en boys in the June open primary, 
where one can vote for any candi¬ 
date regardless of party affiliation. 

CALPEEFCs Dick Rosen- 
garten informs us that the up¬ 
coming November race between 
incumbent California Secretary of 
State Bill Jones (R) and chal¬ 
lenger Michela Alioto (D) origi¬ 
nally seemed to be a no-brainer 
win for Jones. However, Alioto has 
much better name ID in some 
parts of the state, and she is now 
expected to give Jones a tough 
fight. 

Governor Pete Wilson has set 
April 7 as the date for a special 
election to replace former U.S. 
Representative Ron Dellums (D- 
Oakland). State Senator Barbara 
Lee, a Democrat, is a shoo-in for 
that seat. 

From our fundy buddies 
comes word that the Christ¬ 
ian Coalition plans to recruit 
100,000 “church-liaisons” to 
help push the group’s agen¬ 
da in all 50 states. The new 
plan, part of a “Families 
2000” strategy unveiled last 
week, borrows from the 
coalition’s success recently 
in defeating a gay rights law 
in Maine. The plan calls for 
volunteer activists to coor¬ 
dinate activities between 
church and local coalition 
chapters; the coalition will 
publish a menu of issues, such as 
gay rights, around which these 
newly constituted local entities 
could rally. 

As though San Franciscans 
don’t have a hard enough time 
finding a parking space! Parking 
and Traffic honcho Bill Maher 
was at the Board of Supes last 
week trying to do away with two- 
hour parking meters in favor of a 
single-hour meter. Maher admit¬ 
ted that of the approximately 
24,000 citywide meters, “about 
one-third to one-half are broken” 
every month. He claimed that 
they are purposely broken by cit¬ 
izens trying to get free parking! 
Yeah, right! Under his plan, if one 
were lucky enough to come upon 
a broken meter, you could only 
park there for an hour before get¬ 
ting ticketed. Recognizing that the 
Parking Department is always 
looking for a way to get another 
buck out of the public, Supervi¬ 
sors Leland Yee and Jose Medi¬ 
na were having no part of Maher’s 
scheme. They refused to promote 
the plan. As for all those busted 
meters, maybe the department is 
getting a bit lax in fixing them.

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I would never have imagined the 
Chronicles conservative colum¬ 
nist Debra Saunders marrying 
a man who co-wrote books with 
Ralph Nader, but my trustworthy 
friend John insists it’s true.

I’m ever so thrilled to see girls 
having the opportunity to be 
sports-crazy like this without 
coming across as being weird. 
When I was Caroline’s age, stand¬ 
ing where the high school or col¬ 
lege athletes would pass on their 
way to or from the field or court, 
to bask in some reflected glory and 
get that rush from a love of sports, 
was something boys did. That did¬ 
n’t stop a lot of us from growing 
up to be softball dykes, femme- 
jocks, and the like, but here’s a 
generation getting approval for 
this interest at an impressionable 
age. I think it’s so cool. 

Actually, I think it’s cool but 
feel a pang when I see it: I wish 
that could have been me. Ah, what 
might have been! I keep myself 
from thinking about it too much; 
I’m glad to see it happening now. 
I’ll just have to let my inner Bethie 
Anne run free on the fields of my 
imagination, happy a new genera¬ 
tion gets to feel the uncompro¬ 
mised thrill for real. 

Speaking of things that don’t 
bite ... being on my wacko 
“hunter-gatherer” diet has meant 
taking no bites of bread for over 
three months now, since I’ve been 
avoiding starches and sugars. For 
that reason, the “breadbot” I 
bought while visiting my friend 
Denise in New York last summer 
has been sitting patiently on my 
kitchen counter waiting to be of 
service — by the time her assis¬ 
tant got around to shipping it, I’d 
changed eating habits. I’d read on 
the Web that some of us wackos 
make bread out of ground seeds,

using hand or electric mills with 
burrs rather than stones to make 
seed flour. After a dietician friend 
told me that wheat gluten is pro¬ 
tein, not starch, I felt encouraged 
to have a go at making my own- 
bread with sunflower seeds. 

And so, one recent Saturday, I 
headed out MacArthur Boulevard 
to get ingredients at the Food 
Mill, a natural/bulk foods store 
that’s been in business in 
Oakland since 1933. A vet¬ 
eran of “community 
store” shopping both in 
the Haight and Noe Val¬ 
ley, I was saddened when 
one such near my house in 
Oakland went under; 
Park Boulevard, the 
edge of East Oakland, 
apparently was- 
_____ n’t a workable 
location. At 
the Food Mill 
(great nut but¬ 
ters!), I searched the shelves in 
vain for gluten, seeing instead 
product after product proudly 
proclaiming itself to be gluten- 
free. Fortunately, they had gluten 
available as a bulk item, and away 
I went, the smell of fresh-baked 
bread firing my imagination. 

My first batch would under¬ 
score the divergence in attitude be¬ 
tween the rugged individualists 
and the nutritionists among the 
diet’s enthusiasts. The gluten was 
protein, but a product of grain 
agriculture. The tablespoon of 
honey (for browning the crust) was 
sugar, but in a form I could eat if I 
were, per the hunter-gatherer food 
test, naked with no tools but a 
sharp stick. I went with the 
prospect of having starch-free toast 
and sandwich makings, and had a 
guess at adopting a whole wheat 
recipe from the breadbot manual. 

It turned out I’d been too cau¬ 
tious about the sunflower seed 
flour (ground in a coffee grinder; 
no use buying a hand mill before 
I determine this can work). Rely¬ 
ing heavily on gluten gave me a 
dough that rose so high it pushed 
up the lid of the breadbot and had 
to be popped like a balloon. It 
came out a little on the spongy 
side, but damn, it tasted great! 
Very nutty, and the perfect foil for 
a layer of almond butter. 

The experiments continue 
shortly, and I look forward to 
finding the kind of happy balance 
that emerged from the investiga¬ 
tion of Orange County’s last con¬ 
gressional election. Exposing elec¬ 
tion fraud involving registration 
of and voting by non-citizens, but 
without getting “B-l Bob” Dor- 
nan back in office — that has to 
be your textbook win-win solu¬

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Statistical suicide

he suicide rate among gay 
and lesbian kids is some- 

. where around 33 percent.” 
That was the claim made in a 1996 
editorial in a Los Angeles-based 
gay newsmagazine. A third of our 
gay youth kill themselves! That is 
surely a horrendous crisis, far 
worse than the AIDS epidemic. 

Hold on a second, though. 
Let’s do some math. 

About three million 
children are born in 
the U.S. per year. If four per¬ 
cent will become gay, that’s 
120,000 gay births. One third of 
these, or 40,000 babies, are fu¬ 
ture youth suicides, ac¬ 
cording to that L.A. 
magazine. Since births 
must be balanced by 
deaths, that’s 40,000 
gay youth suicides per 
year. Yet that’s eight time the an¬ 
nual total of all youth suicides in 
the U.S. Something’s wrong, evi¬ 
dently. 

What’s wrong is something 
that’s all too common in our 
community: an ignorance of sta¬ 
tistics or a willingness to misuse 
them for political or other pur¬ 
poses. It happens with our num¬ 
bers, our income, our occupa¬ 
tions, you name it. But nowhere 
has the statistics game been 
played so recklessly as on the topic 
of youth suicide. 

The whole thing began with a 
1989 article written by San Fran¬ 
cisco therapist Paul Gibson, which 
was published as part of a U.S. 


Health Department report on 
youth suicide. On the basis of sur¬ 
veys of teenagers who entered 
shelters or sought counseling (an 
unrepresentative sample if there 
ever was one), Gibson suggested 
that the rate of attempted suicide 
among gay and lesbian youth 
might be “two to three times” 
higher than among non-gay 
youth. Gibson then multiplied 
this figure by the infamous “ten- 
percent” figure for the prevalence 
of homosexuality 
in the population 
— a figure which 
is based on a misreading 
of the Kinsey Reports from the 
1950s. No modern surveys come 
anywhere close to that figure. 

He concluded that “20 
to 30%” of all youth 
suicide attempts were 
by gays or lesbians. 

Another survey, by 
University of Min¬ 
nesota pediatrician Gary Remafe- 
di, bolstered the belief in such a 
high figure. Yet Remafedi’s study 
lacked a basic requirement for 
reaching any conclusion on the 
matter: it included no compari¬ 
son group of non-gay youth. Even 
so, Remafedi upped Gibson’s fig¬ 
ure from “20 to 30%” to a straight 
“30%,” and this was seized on by 
the gay media and increased fur¬ 
ther to a nice round “one-third.” 
(I should mention that Remafe¬ 
di’s study, which is reprinted in 
his book Death by Denial, does 
offer useful comparisons between 
suicidal and non-suicidal gay 
youth.) 

The media, supported by Re¬ 


mafedi, then ex-, 
trapolated from 
the prevalence of 
suicide attempts 
to that of actual 
suicides. Admit¬ 
tedly, it is hard to 
get data on com¬ 
pleted suicides, 
because a dead 
youth’s sexual ori¬ 
entation can 
rarely be deter¬ 
mined. But youth 
suicide attempts 
are notable for 
their low comple¬ 
tion rate. Unlike 
attempts by 
adults, which are 
often fatal, only about one percent 
of suicide attempts by youths re¬ 
sult in death. One can reasonably 
conclude that most youths who 
“attempt suicide” do not in fact 
want to die. Therefore, it is mis¬ 
taken to assume that the “attemp- 
tors” are representative of those 
who actually kill themselves. (I 
emphasize, however, that all 
“failed attempts” at suicide should 
be taken seriously, both because 
some are indeed followed by ac¬ 
tual suicide and because all sui¬ 
cide attempts by youths signal a 
real need for help.) 

The final and grossest manipu¬ 
lation of the numbers comes with 
the switch from “one third of all 
youth suicides are by gays” to “one 
third of gay youth kill them¬ 
selves.” This switch increases the 
apparent number of gay youth 
suicides by at least tenfold over 
the already inflated and unsup¬ 


ported figures provided by Gib¬ 
son and Remafedi. 

Each single suicide by a young 
lesbian or gay man is an immense 
tragedy for the victim and all who 
knew him or her. If you doubt 
that, read Leroy Aarons’s book 
Prayers for Bobby. And, given the 
extra stresses that are often in¬ 
volved in growing up gay or les¬ 
bian in our society, it seems rea¬ 
sonable to believe that the preva¬ 
lence of suicide is somewhat high¬ 
er for gay than for non-gay youth. 
But anything more than that is 
guesswork. As Los Angeles-based 
counselor Terry DeCrescenzo, 
who has worked with gay teens 
for years, has said, “We have to 
stop using these statistics because 
they make us look foolish. Like we 
don’t have legitimate enough 
claims without using pumped-up 
statistics.” 

Why do so many gays and les¬ 


bians use statistics to “accentuate 
the negative” about our commu¬ 
nity? I can only assume that it’s 
out of a well-intentioned desire to 
stimulate political action on the 
part of gays and lesbians, or to 
evoke sympathy on the part of 
non-gays. But is it healthy to tell 
our gay and lesbian youth that 
one-third of them will die by their 
own hand? ▼

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Church to the Democrat-Gazette 
requested a meeting, noting that 
“this is not the first time someone 
has killed himself under these cir¬ 
cumstances. A number of years 
ago your paper published the 
names of men arrested on the 
same types of charges, and then 
also a man killed himself. Surely, 
the time has come to evaluate this 
policy.” 

In a terse February 16 re¬ 
sponse, Democrat-Gazette Execu¬ 
tive Editor Griffin Smith, Jr. 
said, “We have a duty to re¬ 
port the news. We 
would be remiss if we 
withheld from our 
readers public infor¬ 
mation of this nature 
... Publication of such 
items is governed by 
our established news 
policy ... We believe 
our policy is logical, 
consistent, proper, 
and in the interest of our readers. 
We do not contemplate any 
change.” 

The Democrat-Gazette does 
not print the identities of others 
arrested in misdemeanor consen¬ 
sual sex-related offenses. In 1993, 
when the paper ran an article on a 
heterosexual prostitution sting, it 
did not identify any of the arrest¬ 
ed men. When asked by the Times 
about the discrepancy, the Demo¬ 
crat-Gazette spokesman said “he 
didn’t know why the newspaper 
didn’t publish the names of those 
arrested in [that] prostitution 
sting.” 

The Democrat-Gazette has 
made no indication that they un¬ 
derstand that societal forces of 
homophobia lead deeply closeted 
men to seek out such furtive sex¬ 
ual encounters. Printing the 
names will nt stop men from 
seeking out anonymous sex with 
other men. Smith has failed to ac¬ 
knowledge either the request for a 
meeting or the death of a citizen 
because of their “policy.” 

Tell the Democrat-Gazette that 
the policy of singling out and hu¬ 
miliating men who have public 
sex with other men — frequently 
married men who are the most 
closeted members of our commu¬ 
nity — must go. Insist that the 
newspaper acknowledge the sui¬ 
cide and the ensuing controversy 
as legitimate news, and that the

D espite the suicide of a man 
whose name the Arkansas 
Democrat-Gazette pub¬ 
lished on January 30 for being ar¬ 
rested in a public sex raid (see 
Feb. 6 GLAADAlert), the newspa¬ 
per has ignored a request from 
five major organizations to have a 
meeting, failed to report on the 
suicide, and defended the selec¬ 
tive publication of the names 
of men arrested in same- 
sex misdemeanors. 

The suicide note left 
by the man to his 
(male) partner of 31 
years, which was print¬ 
ed in a February 20 re¬ 
port in the weekly 
newspaper Arkansas 
Times, made abun¬ 
dantly clear his motivation: “My 
name and everything is in the 
paper this morning— Goodbye. 
I love you.” The man’s lawyer, 
Gary Sullivan, said that prior to 
the newspaper’s printing of his 
identity his client gave no indica¬ 
tion he might consider suicide. “‘I 
have to believe that the Democrat- 
Gazette is responsible for [his] 
death,”’ Sullivan told the Times.

the findings reported in the 
Chronicle of Philanthropy. Its arti¬ 
cle assessing the average median 
salary of non-profit executives fo¬ 
cused exclusively on organizations 
twice as large t to 43,444 percent 
larger than the foundation. 

“Incomes of groups surveyed 
ranged from $38.9 million to $2.8 
billion,” it stated. “The survey also 
included data from the country’s 
largest foundations, with assets 
ranging from $1.3 billion to $8 
billion.” 

SFAF has an annual budget of 
around $18 million, according to 
its director of communications, 
Derek Gordon. 

One % vs. .02% 

Azzani cited no source to veri¬ 
fy her claim about the “salary 
range [of] $150-250K” in her 
memo, and placed it beneath the 
Chronicle of Philanthropy find¬ 
ings, making it seem as though it 
was extrapolated from the same 
article. In fact, the article’s figures 
show that Christen’s salary, instead 
of being under par for a person in 
her position, comprises a signifi¬ 
cantly higher percentage of the an¬ 
nual budget than is normal for the 
nonprofit organizations it lists. 

Among “health charities” cata¬ 
logued in the Chronicle of Philan¬ 
thropy, for example, directors usu¬ 
ally received between one-forth of 
one percent of the organization’s 
annual income (paid to the Chief 
Executive Officer of the American 
Cancer Society) to less than one- 
tenth of one percent (to the pres¬ 
ident of the Cystic Fibrosis Foun¬ 
dation). Christen gets about one 
percent of SFAF’s annual budget. 

Directors of “human services 
groups”made even less. The Lions 
Clubs’ executive administrator 
earned six-tenths of a percent of 
the annual budget; the president 
of Goodwill took in less than one- 
fiftieth of one percent. For com¬ 
parison, if Goodwill followed the 
same ratio of income-to-execu- 
tive-director salary as SFAF, it 
would have had to raise its execu¬ 
tive administrator’s annual salary 
by nearly $108,000,000. 

Azzani told the B.A.R. that her 
figure for the Bay Area subgroup 
compensation was derived from a 
formula she created, using Korn/ 
Ferry’s “own database” of “non¬ 
profits, for-profits, and business¬ 
es.” She said it would be “too com¬ 
plicated, too difficult” to explain 


her system over the phone. After 
scheduling an appointment to ex¬ 
plain her formula to the B.A.R., 
Azzani cancelled the meeting. 

ACT UP/San Francisco’s 
Michael Bellefountaine complains 
that “San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion volunteers are encouraged to 
generously give their time because 
AIDS is a crisis and SFAF is a non¬ 
profit charity. SFAF employees are 
forced to work in a bureaucratic, 
corporate environment and criti¬ 
cized for trying to organize a labor 
union because SFAF is a nonprof¬ 
it charity. Corporate and private 
donors are told to dig deep and 
give often to the organization be¬ 
cause it’s a nonprofit charity. 

“Yet Azzani asserts that when 
considering executive salaries 
SFAF should be treated as a busi¬ 
ness, not another non-profit char¬ 
ity. Talk about a double standard!” 

Former Harvey Milk Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual Democratic Club 
President Jeff Sheehy said he thinks 
Christen’s compensation is already 
too high. “What’s been lost is that 
these [positions in AIDS groups] 
are supposed to be temporary,” he 
said. “They are not supposed to be 
permanent careers. It’s not sup¬ 
posed to be an industry.” 

‘Mega-agency’ model 

Ironically, as SFAF board 
members circulated the memo, 
the Chronicle of Philanthropy was 
going to press with a newer report 
about the foundation, including 
some of the concerns shared by 
Sheehy and others. Author Susan 
Gray’s January 22 article outlined 
community efforts to expand San 
Francisco’s sunshine ordinance so 
it would cover nonprofits like 
SFAF. Gray pointed out that the 
push for more openness was 
prompted, in part, because “AIDS 
leaders asked the foundation why 
money from various fundraising 
events had not gone to expand 
services, [and] they say, the foun¬ 
dation refused to explain how the 
contributions had been used. 
When they asked to sit in on 
board meetings, they say, the 
foundation again refused. 

“Finally, the activists got a copy 
of the informational tax return, or 
Form 990, that the SFAF filed with 
the Internal Revenue Service. From 
it, they learned that four of the 
foundation’s top executives earned 
six-figure salaries. ... 

“The salaries infuriated activists. 
‘We can’t get housing subsidies, 
there’s not enough money for AIDS 
drugs, yet there’s plenty of money

range?’ says Michael Petrelis.” 

Sheehy said the misplaced fi¬ 
nancial priorities are symptoms of 
a larger problem at SFAF. “I think 
the whole ‘mega-agency’ model is 
the problem,” he told the BAR. “It's 
too big, too bureaucratic, and too 
unable to respond to the changes in 
the epidemic.” Saying that Christen 
was “ stuck in 1990,” he asked, 
“What are her skills as executive di¬ 
rector that she should earn nearly 
$200,000? She doesn’t do fundrais¬ 
ing, and the rest is just administra¬ 
tion. She’s shown she cannot inter¬ 
act with people with HIV, so what 
is she doing getting any money to 
run an AIDS organization?” 

Bellefountaine was just as 
blunt. “One must wonder,” he 
asked, “if SFAF is a business, who 
gets to be the shareholders? To 
whom exactly is Pat Christen and 
the board of directors responsi¬ 
ble? It is clear that Azzani, Burke, 
and Wisotzky want to run SFAF as 
a private family business that is 
accountable to no one.” ▼

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Union, anti-sunshine nonprofits agree 
to negotiate on labor, accountability

$ |P he Service Employees Inter¬ 
national Union (SEIU) and 
m San Franciscans United to 
Support Our Nonprofits 
(SFUSN), which for months had 
been at odds with one another 
over competing initiative drives, 


finally met eye-to-eye last week 
and put aside their differences, at 
least temporarily. The accord they 
forged, however, is far from 
everyone’s liking. 

The two organizations jointly 
signed a 10-point agreement on 
February 18, committing them to 
a series of actions, including 
dropping their rival initiatives,

one aimed at giving unions lever¬ 
age in organizing workers at non¬ 
profits (such as AIDS service or¬ 
ganizations), the other at giving 
managers of nonprofits the 
means to effectively fight union 
drives. 

In addition, the opposing 
sides agreed to come to the table 
together, along with Supervisors 
Barbara Kaufman and Tom Am- 
miano, as well as ACT UP/Golden 
Gate “and any other interested 
parties,” to hammer out “a mutu¬ 
ally agreeable ‘Sunshine’ ordi¬ 
nance for San Francisco’s city- 
supported nonprofits.” 

The agreement sets up a May 


15 deadline to reach “mutually 
acceptable resolution” to these is¬ 
sues. 

For some in the queer com¬ 
munity — especially for 
HIV/AIDS activists who have 
persistently lobbied to apply 
open-government “sunshine” 
principles to private, nonprofit 
organizations that deliver de facto 
government services — the 
agreement between the largely 
pro-sunshine union and the 
mostly anti-sunshine nonprofits 
represents an intrusion into a 
process already well under way. 

(By no means do all nonprof¬ 
its in San Francisco oppose sun¬ 


shine principles. Many of those 
that do, however, have hired po¬ 
litical consultant Robert Barnes 
to run an anti-sunshine cam¬ 
paign under the SFUSN umbrel¬ 
la.) 

Arrogant? Inappropriate? 

“I don’t understand why sun¬ 
shine is even an issue in this, why 
it’s even included in agreement,” 
said Jeff Sheehy, immediate past 
president of the Harvey Milk Les¬ 
bian/ Gay/Bisexual Democratic 
Club. 

Sheehy noted that the struc¬ 
ture and process needed to work 
out viable sunshine legislation for 
nonprofits was set in motion 
months ago by the Milk Club’s 
HIV caucus. That group formed 
an accountability project that has 
focused almost relentlessly (much 
to the annoyance of the more se¬ 
cretive nonprofits) on gaining ac¬ 
cess to the records and board 
meetings of nonprofit organiza¬ 
tions. 

Out of that effort, which led to 
a hearing before the finance com¬ 
mittee of the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors, chaired by Barbara Kauf¬ 
man, emerged a sunshine task 
force, which has been actively ne¬ 
gotiating the matter. 

Sheehy sees this new agree¬ 
ment between the unions and 
nonprofits as both unnecessary 
and an intrusion into the ac-

using good public health sense in 
the prevention of the disease. 

“I think every agency that has 
ever evaluated the drug issue has 
shown that clean needle exchange 
does not increase drug use, but it 
does decrease the spread of HIV 
disease,” she said. “We know that 
black people within this high-risk 
group are four times more likely to 
be sick and die from HIV disease 
than they are from drug overdose.” 

Unfortunately, she said, Con¬ 
gress has been reluctant to sup¬ 
port a countrywide clean needle 
exchange program for the high 
risk behavior of drug usage, for 
fear that the public may perceive 
the policy as an endorsement to¬ 
ward drug use. 

Concerning the effort to make 
clean needle exchange programs at 
drug treatment centers a priority 
in Congress, Elders told the Bay 
Area Reporter , “If I had one thing 
that I regret not getting done 
when I was surgeon general, if I 
had known that I was going to be 
fired, I would have gotten it done.” 


Elders acknowledged that new 
U.S. “Drug Czar” Barry McCaffrey 
does talk more about drug usage 
prevention and education as op¬ 
posed to the past messages of in¬ 
terdiction and incarceration, but 
said overall the government isn’t 
doing enough to provide and sup¬ 
port the appropriate resources 
needed for the improvement of the 
nation’s public health condition. 

She said candidly, “It’s moving 
in the right direction. I don’t think 
it’s moved far enough. We obvious¬ 
ly can’t stay where we are [as a na¬ 
tion] on our drug issue, we can’t af¬ 
ford it. All we’ve done is make Uncle 
Sam the fattest jailer in the world 
and we’ve got to look at combining 
public health, medicine, the crimi¬ 
nal justice system, the communities, 
and the schools — no one person is 
going to solve this.” 

ICHO 

Elders also spoke of the need 
for conferences like the one ICHO 
held, saying, “I think one of the 
things that AIDS has taught us, if 
nothing else, is that you need to 
have culturally sensitive and ap¬ 
propriate people going back to the 
community to work within the

community. We know it is very dif¬ 
ficult sometimes to reach certain 
populations. The populations that 
we’re most concerned about when 
we talk about HIV disease are the 
under-served, the poor, the young, 
people of color, and certainly peo¬ 
ple who speak different languages.” 

ICHO pioneered the field of 
community health outreach 
training more than nine years ago, 
under its original name. Under a 
contract with the Office of AIDS 
of the California Department of 
Health Services, it has trained 
more than 2,000 people from Cal¬ 


ifornia and several other states 
and countries. 

ICHO’s openly lesbian execu¬ 
tive director, Pat Norman, also 
spoke at the press conference 
about the impact of the three-day 
gathering, and announced plans 
to develop a statewide network of 
outreach workers. 

“This conference is about pro¬ 
viding a framework for the devel¬ 
opment of outreach work as a 
profession,” she said. “Without 
outreach workers, people in tradi¬ 
tional institutions have not been 
able to provide the kinds of ser¬ 


vices that are needed. It has taken 
outreach workers and people who 
are not afraid of their communi¬ 
ties, who are culturally sensitive, 
culturally aware, and culturally 
committed to be able to make that 
transition from the person who 
needs to help — to the person 
who can help.” 

Speaking on behalf of the Of¬ 
fice of AIDS, a sponsor for the 
health outreach conference, Chief 
of HIV Prevention and Education 
Services Harold Rasmussan re¬ 
marked that, “Outreach is ab¬ 
solutely essential for our current 
counseling and testing programs. 
As we look at the HIV epidemic 
and where the virus is going and 
what persons it’s exploiting, we 
are finding out that we’re starting 
to have to deal with various issues 
from a public health standpoint.” 

According to Rasmussan, the 
Office of Aids is currently con¬ 
ducting a research project with 
the University of California, San 
Francisco. The focus of the pro¬ 
ject is to assess the user friendli¬ 
ness and effectiveness of existing 
counseling and testing sites in up 
to 20 counties funded by the of¬ 
fice throughout California. 

He stated that the program is 
addressing some difficult ques¬ 
tions such as, “Does a mother 
coming with three children feel 
comfortable in our counseling 
and testing sites? Do we have the 
array of referrals and the types of 
information that she needs, not 
just for HIV, but for other public 
health concerns she may have?” 

He stressed that, “After a person 
has been tested for HIV and coun¬ 
seled, we want to utilize the out¬ 
reach worker as a way of advocat¬ 
ing them into other public health 
and social systems” such as; hous¬ 
ing, food, prenatal care, child care, 
and drug treatment programs. 

According to Natalie Gutierrez, 
a staff member for the Institute for 
Community Health Outreach 
Worker, the participants in work¬ 
shops at the three-day conference 
expressed their appreciation for 
the opportunity to network, to 
share their common experiences, 
and to expand their training in the 
areas of: communication skills, 
safety, mental health issues, stress 
reduction, advocacy, and organi¬ 
zational development. 

In a wrap session, Patrick 
Hogan, Evaluation Consultant to 
the Institute said that, “We all 
know that we’re in love with our 
communities, that’s why we do 
this work instead of something 
else, but I really got it that people 
feel that their communities really 
love and value them. That’s a neat 
thing and a really wonderful 
strength that as a profession we 
can work on and be aware of.” T

Oakland conference 
to empower African- 
Americans with HIV

H H undreds of physicians, 
scholars, religious leaders, 
AIDS service providers, 
elected officials, caregivers, and 
people living with HIV/AIDS from 
across the country will converge in 
Oakland Thursday, February 26 
(today) and Friday, February 27 to 
exchange data and information 
about HIV/AIDS infection at the 
African-American Conference on 
HIV/AIDS. Oakland is again host¬ 
ing the only national conference 
on HIV/AIDS focused solely on 
African-Americans. 

The conference, entitled “Em¬ 
powering the African-American 
Community Living with 
HIV/AIDS: Preparing for Health 
and Life in the 21st Century” will 
include discussion on treatment 
adherence, prevention and inter¬ 
vention strategies, and solutions 
that are relevant to the African- 
American community socio-eco¬ 
nomic and cultural experience. 
Thursday’s daylong meeting will 
seek to empower people that are 
infected with HIV/AIDS through 
a selection of workshops designed 
to educate about treatment 
awareness and adherence. Friday’s 
workshops will focus on bringing 
together the commonwealth of 
African-American and other 
AIDS service organizations 
(ASO), community-based and re¬ 


ligious organizations, community 
leaders, activists, and others in a 
dialogue and exchange of infor¬ 
mation about prevention and in¬ 
tervention issues relative to 
African-Americans who are in¬ 
fected by the disease. 

A wide array of organizations, 
locally and nationally, will hold 
workshops and attend general ses¬ 
sions. Among the presenters will 
be representatives of the Centers 
for Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion (CDC); the AIDS Task Force 
of Alabama; AIDS Atlanta; the 
Washington Post; the Presidential 
Advisory Council on AIDS; the 
Ark of Refuge; the Federal Bureau 
of Prisons; and the National Black 
Caucus.

Leadership Forum chooses Headley

ubi D. Headley Jr. is the new 
i executive director of the Na- 
| p tional Black Lesbian and Gay 
Leadership Forum. The announce¬ 
ment came at the end of the awards 
banquet of their annual confer¬ 
ence, on February 14, in Washing¬ 
ton, DC. He takes over on March 1. 

He has squeezed this interview 
between the job he is leaving and 
another meeting at the Forum of¬ 
fice. The 28-year-old is a large 
man whose voice and presence is 
a blend of infectious exuberance 
and relaxed dignity. It’s a complex 
balance, smooth and natural, not 
calculated. He is sometimes a bit 
awed by the challenges before 
him, but eager to embrace them. 

Headley was conceived in Bar¬ 
bados but the family emigrated to 
Boston prior to his birth. They are 
close knit, two older sisters and a 


younger brother. Puberty hit and 
he “started dreaming about men, 
fantasizing about them.” He be¬ 
came sexually active in his teens 
but “didn’t say I was gay until I 
was 19.” And he continued to have 
sex with women until he was 
about 20. “That was my cover, and 
that was not fair to the women.” 

He excelled at Boston Latin 
and later at Vassar College. During 
his sophomore year, his oldest sis¬ 
ter secretly married and his moth¬ 
er was bemoaning the fact over 
Thanksgiving dinner. Perhaps it 
was sibling rivalry which prompt¬ 
ed Jubi to say, “You never have to 
worry about me mom, I’m never 
getting married so I’ll never put 
you through this kind of stress.” 

A flurry of questions hit him 
from all sides before he admitted 
to being bisexual. That was in 
1989. Mom didn’t want the neigh¬ 
bors to know. It would be a stretch 
to say that she is completely com- 
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fortable with her son being gay. 
But when he called saying he had 
been offered the job at the Forum 
she replied, “If that is what you 
want to do, that is what you have 
to do because you have to live 
your own life.” 

“I love my mother and I need 
her in my life,” says Headley, and 
the affection is obvious in his sto¬ 
ries. “For her to be trying is 
enough for me. I think that is a 
level of growth.” 

Headley says he loved his father, 
“but we didn’t see eye to eye. I think 
we were too much alike. Plus, he 
was not the most respectful person 
to my mother during the course of 
their marriage. I saw him as the ob¬ 
stacle to the family’s happiness.” 

The elder Headley developed 
cancer and died when Junior was 
18. They had begun to reconcile 
during those last months and his 
death shook Jubi deeply. But at 
the same time it opened a door. 
“Had he not died I may not have 
come out to my family because it 
is very clear he would not have 
dealt with it the same way my 
mother did. I was probably afraid 
of coming out to him.” 

Forum ties 
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conference in Secaucus, New Jer¬ 
sey was a personal watershed for 
Headley. “In retrospect I realize 
there are stages of coming out. 
And while I had told everybody 
that I was gay, I don’t think that I 
had owned that fact, or recog¬ 
nized it as a political or spiritual 
identity. The conference really 
helped me to recognize that.” 

He met Ken Reeves, then mayor 
of Cambridge, Massachusetts, and 
for “the first time realized that we 
could be openly gay and political, 
and successful. I met Bishop Carl 
Bean and it opened my eyes to the 
idea that we could have a spiritual 
identity, and we were entitled to 
one. And we didn’t have to wait for 
someone to say it was okay, we 
could make our own.” 

Like so many of his genera¬ 
tion, he has been shaped by the 
shadow of AIDS and a limited 
sense of community. So meeting 
Ruth Waters, the Forum’s co¬ 
founder, “an openly lesbian 
African-American woman who 
could potentially have been my 
grandmother, was an amazing ex¬ 
perience. It was the first time that 
I realized our community had 
longevity and a history. 

“The day we were leaving that 
conference, me and three other 
gay men stood in the lobby of that 
hotel and bawled our eyes out. It 
was the most supportive, most af¬ 
firming space we had ever been in. 
We knew that when we went 
home we were not going to find 
that kind of affirmation. 

“That is when I became really 
invested in working with the 
Forum. It was really for my own 


protection. As the years have gone 
on, I have realized more about 
what the political agenda of our 
community needs to be and 
ought to be. But it essentially 
started as, ‘this is going to save my 
life.’ That is why it is so emotion¬ 
al to me to even think about ap¬ 
plying for this job and be given 
this opportunity.” 

The works 

Headley had returned to 
Boston after college and landed a 
job as a trainer in substance abuse 
and HIV. Meeting Reeves at the 
conference led to him working on 
a local AIDS conference that sum¬ 
mer, and eventually to a job as the 
mayor’s executive assistant. 

A year and a half later, when the 
mayor’s term ended, he moved to 
Washington and work at the U.S. 
Conference of Mayors. The Forum 
opened its DC office about the 
same time. Headley volunteered 
for a number of projects and 
helped put together the most re¬ 
cent conference. So he is well pre¬ 
pared to hit the ground running. 

One priority is “to improve 
communications with the mem¬ 
bership and engage them more in 
the work that the Forum does.” He 
voiced a clear responsibility for 
openness and accountability to all. 

He pledged that he and the 
board and those members who 
are willing “will pummel the sen¬ 
sibilities of the African-American 
community until they recognize, 
accept, and hopefully eventually 
celebrate the diversity, not only 
the racial diversity, but the gender 
diversity, the sexual diversity that 
is in our community.” 

Headley singled out AIDS as 
an area where too much of the 
black community leadership is in 
denial. Every year the National 
Urban League publishes The State 
of Black America. In 18 years “they 
have yet to recognize this epidem¬ 
ic” in that evaluation. “AIDS is a 
concern for all of the community, 
especially with IV drug use over¬ 
taking homosexual sex as the pri¬ 
mary mode of transmission.” 

He also feels pressure from the 
community, “to include transgen- 
dereds, not in a novel or a token 
way, but in a meaningful way.” He 
sees these as “intertwined with all 
of the issue that have been histor¬ 
ically addressed in any of the civil 
rights movements.” ▼

Information for Patients About VIRACEPT® (Vl-ra-cept) 
Generic Name: nelfinavir (nel-FIN-na-veer) mesylate 

For the Treatment of Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV) Infection 

Please read this information carefully before taking VIRACEPT. Also, please read this leaflet each time 
you renew the prescription, just in case anything has changed. This is a summary and not a replacement 
for a careful discussion with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT when you start 
taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a doctor’s care when taking 
VIRACEPT and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

WHAT IS VIRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VIRACEPT is used in the treatment of people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are important to the immune system. 
After a large number of CD4 cells have been destroyed, the infected person develops acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 

VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), which is required for HIV to 
multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. You should 
be aware, however, that the effect of VIRACEPT on HIV in the blood has not been correlated with long¬ 
term health benefits. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had significant increases in their CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT is usually taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such as Retrovir® (zidovudine, 
AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit® (stavudine, d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other 
antiretroviral drugs reduces the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age or older. Studies in infants 
younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of VIRACEPT are not known at 
this time. People taking VIRACEPT may still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

It is not known whether VIRACEPT will help you live longer or reduce the number of infections or other 
illnesses that may occur. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. 


Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. If used in combination with saquinavir hard 
gelatin capsules at 600 mg three times daily, no dose adjustments are needed. Currently, there are no 
safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects experienced with 
VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the most common side effect in people taking 
VIRACEPT, and most adult patients had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical 
studies, about 20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three times daily had four or 
more loose stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal medicines, such 
as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT include abdominal pain, 
asthenia, nausea, flatulence, and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in less than 2% of patients receiving 
VIRACEPT. However, these side effects may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to 
the illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side effects in patients who took 
VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list 
of side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. The light blue VIRACEPT Tablets should be 
taken three times a day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. You do not have 
to take VIRACEPT exactly every 8 hours. Instead, you can take it at normal times when you are eating. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or decrease any dose or the 
number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine for the exact period of.time that your doctor has 
instructed. Do not stop taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if you are 
feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give VIRACEPT to others or 
take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. Follow the directions from 
your doctor, exactly as written on the label. The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain 
somewhat consistent overtime. Missing dos^s will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to decrease; 
therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you miss a dose, you should take the dose as 
soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 


WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is appropriate for you. In making 
your decision, the following should be considered: 

Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, you must not take VIRACEPT. 

You should also inform your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as 
other medicines, foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant: The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not 
known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant, you should tell your doctor before taking 
VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best way to feed your baby. You 
should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted 
through breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 13 years of age with HIV. There 
is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. 
Instructions on how to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses how 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with liver disease. If you have liver 
disease, you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of VIRACEPT. Some people 
taking protease inhibitors have developed new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some 
people with hemophilia have had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia types A and B, diabetes 
mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent urination. 

CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without a prescription. You must 
discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Drugs you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

• Seldane® (terfenadine, for allergies) 

• Hismanal® (astemizole, for allergies) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

• Cordarone®(amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

• Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute?Cardioquin?Quinidex?and others 

• Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life-threatening adverse events. 

• Rifampin (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: 

Mycobutin® (rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking VIRACEPT with: 

• Phenobarbital 

• Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

• Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different type of contraception since 
VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 

Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs.increases their ability to fight the virus. It also 
reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV 
medicine, your doctor will direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will depend on how many times a day 
each medicine should be taken. It will also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 
Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when VIRACEPT was given with: 

• Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

• Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

• Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

• Videx®(didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: Videx should be taken without food, on an empty 
stomach. Therefore, you should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours before 
you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 


Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. Each 
dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 through 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 
9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be administered 
either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be given three times daily using the 
measuring scoop provided, a measuring teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and 
age of the child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is described in the chart below.

In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

* 1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided with your VIRACEPT bottle. 
f 1 level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VIRACEPT. Note: A measuring teaspoon used for dispensing 
medication should be used for measuring VIRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your pharmacist to make sure 
you have a medication dispensing teaspoon. 

How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, soy formula, soy milk, 
dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding or ice cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must 
be taken to obtain the full dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or grapefruit juice, apple juice, or 
apple sauce, because this may create a bitter taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do 
not heat the mixed dose once it has been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in determining the exact dose of 
powder for your child, please ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and therefore should not be 
taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep bottle closed and store at 
room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp 
place. Heat and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any 
medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have questions about VIRACEPT 
or any other medication you are taking, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You can also call

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Converging research: Hep C and HIV 

Or, Please pass the pig liver machine

H Hen Hext is an HIV-positive 
person who also happens to 
have Hepatitis C. Unlike 
most HIV patients, Hext’s most 
immediate concern is liver dam¬ 
age caused by Hep C. Hext has 
been denied access to liver trans¬ 
plantation because he also carries 
the AIDS virus. 

Hepatitis C (HCV) is a fright¬ 
ening new epidemic that is 
spreading by leaps and bounds all 
over the world. The National In¬ 
stitute of Health estimates that 
there are close to 4 million people 
infected in the U.S. alone. Re¬ 
searchers also believe that as many 
as 30 percent of HIV patients also 
have HCV or HBV (Hepatitis B). 
As Hext has learned, having both 
diseases concurrently can be a 
deadly situation that holds little 
hope for the future. 

On the brighter side, hepatitis 
patients have begun to organize. 
Small support groups are popping 
up here and there. Larger agencies 
have been formed in some areas. 
There is the Hep Education Pro¬ 
ject in Seattle which offers a hot¬ 
line and referrals, while Denver 
has the HepC Connection with 
hotline. There are currently plans 
to start the HCV Global Project in 
Oakland, California, a project to 
help find funding for research as 
well as to begin education cam¬ 
paigns. To many longtime AIDS 
activists, history seems to be re¬ 
peating itself—except with a dif¬ 
ferent disease. Having witnessed 
the AIDS epidemic and society’s 
response, hepatitis organizers 
hope to keep control over the new 
burgeoning nonprofit industry 
that has already begun to form 
around their disease. 

Alan Franciscus heads up a 
small support group network for 
people with HCV in San Francis¬ 
co and Marin, and is helping to 
create the HCV Global Project 
mentioned above. He sadly notes 
that up until recently there has 
been little or no research into 
HCV treatments or cures. “Only 
because drug companies realize 
that there is a huge market and 
profits to be made, are we now 


seeing research happening,” he 
said. Franciscus is anxious to find 
solutions to a disease that kills as 
many as 10,000 Americans each 
year. HCV activists are planning a 
march on Washington, DC this 
March to pressure Congress to 
fund more research and consider 
future planning. 

Not enough human livers 

Research into HCV has thus 
far yielded little help. Only one 
treatment, Alpha Interferon, 
has achieved FDA ap¬ 
proval. Experimental 
research on protease 
inhibitors for HCV is 
only now in the infan¬ 
cy stage. Liver trans¬ 
plantation for advanced 
patients is not a very viable 
option because there 
are over 7600 HCV 
patients currently on 
organ waiting lists 
(many others never 
even qualify for the waiting lists) 
and there are not enough livers to 
go around. 

One technology that could 
keep HCV patients who are in 
critical condition alive, at least 
while waiting for the next avail¬ 
able liver, is pig liver bridge sys¬ 
tems. Pig livers can be kept in a 
machine outside the patient’s 
body and used to filter their blood 
when the human liver has failed 
— not unlike dialysis for kidneys. 
Experimental patients have been 
kept alive for weeks using this 
method, as it can take weeks be¬ 
fore an organ is available. Later, 
these patients received human or¬ 
gans. 

Most Hep patients in need of a 
liver die during this critical wait¬ 
ing period. 

The problem with pig liver re¬ 
search is that certain scientists 
have called for a moratorium to 
stop all further experimentation 
until concerns about pig virus 
transmission to humans have 
been addressed. One would as¬ 
sume that safe sex practices fol¬ 
lowing pig liver bridge use would 
effectively block any unknown pig 
virus from entering the popula¬ 
tion. But conservative scientists 
say that no one can be trusted to 
be safe all the time. So HCV pa¬ 


tients are left to die without a pig 
liver bridge, because they cannot 
be trusted to have safe sex. 

When Franciscus first heard 
about pig liver possibilities, he 
was surprised and amused. “My 
friend Rose and I laughed for 
about a half hour over this,” he re¬ 
marked. But when pig liver bridge 
technology was explained to him, 
he quickly got over the “yuk fac¬ 
tor” and agreed that the research 
must go forward. When asked if 
he would agree to such a proce¬ 
dure if his own life were on the 
line, he responded, “Ab¬ 
solutely, if it comes to a 
life and death situation. 
The values that you 
think — get thrown 
out the door.” 

Franciscus also added 
that he was very 
much an animal 
rights proponent, 
‘’but when it comes 
to the survival of peo¬ 
ple, we need to take certain steps.” 
Franciscus would also “absolute¬ 
ly” agree to have safe sex from the 
time of a pig liver transplant for¬ 
ward. “I think everyone should 
practice safe sex anyhow,” he said. 
“I think it would be a small price 
to pay for your ljfe.” 

HCV and HIV patients alike 
agree that current organ alloca¬ 
tion rules are unfair and outdat¬ 
ed. On a recent edition of the 
KQED radio show Forum, HCV 
patients remarked about their 
frustration with organ allocation 
systems and slow research. One 
speaker mentioned that there 
were high hopes for pig liver re¬ 
search. With moratoriums already 
in place in the U.K. — and pro¬ 
posed here in the U.S. — against 
this research, it is not likely that 


the HCV death toll will be slowed 
by cross-species technology any¬ 
time soon. 

As for Allen Hext, ACT 
UP/Golden Gate and others have 
pulled out all the stops to find a 
way to pay for his liver transplant. 
On February 19, activists phoned 
and fax zapped Medi-Cal offices 
with hundreds of pictures of var¬ 
ious organs and demands for a 
change in Medi-Cal policy. Medi- 
Cal Director Dr. George Wilson 
has agreed to meet in two weeks 
to consider new recommenda¬ 
tions regarding transplant pay¬ 
ment exclusions. T

crying for help. He intervened to 
pull Koolas from the fray, and in so 
doing was himself set upon by the 
defendants and the dog. 

As both prosecution and de¬ 
fense witnesses attested, the scene 
became one of mass confusion, in¬ 
volving many people and occur¬ 
ring in the early evening when 
dozens of pedestrians were on the 
sidewalks and heavy auto traffic at 
the intersection of Market, Church, 
and 14th streets literally ground to 
a halt because of the melee. Several 
bystanders and vehicle occupants 
came to the defense of Koolas and 
Mason. 

Rivera, however, maintained 
he in naway initiated the alterca¬ 
tion, that he and his companions 
were merely on their way “to 
grandma’s house” for dinner, 
minding their own business. They 


had spent the afternoon watching 
a football game on television, and 
had been drinking beers. 

Rivera told jurors he was walk¬ 
ing the pit bull, Cassius, on a short 
leash, and was a short distance 
ahead of the others, when he heard 
a loud crash and commotion and 
turned around to see a parked mo¬ 
torcycle down on the ground and 
his friends involved in a fight with 
Koolas, Mason, and others. 

According to Rodrigues, the 
fight began after he “accidentally” 
tipped over Mason’s motorcycle, 
which had been parked in front of 
the church. 

While witnesses gave varying 
accounts of how the incident pro¬ 
ceeded, it appears that about the 
time Mason came out of the 
church to find out what had hap¬ 
pened, Koolas somehow became 
involved in a fight with Rodrigues. 
Exactly what transpired is unclear, 
but Rodrigues admits hitting 
Koolas several times, knocking

‘The little faggot’ 

When Koolas and Rodrigues 
were hitting each other, Rivera 
maintained, Cassius lunged for¬ 
ward at Koolas, causing Rivera to 
trip and lose control of the dog, 
which then bit “the blond man” 
on the arm. As Rivera was pulling 
the dog off Koolas, he claimed, 
Mason swung at him, whereupon 
the dog then bit Mason’s arm. 

“We started punching each 
other,” Rivera said of Mason, 
adding that Mason’s glasses fell off 
in the fray. Rivera insisted he did 
not order the dog to attack either 
Koolas or Mason, that he had 
never trained the dog to attack on 
command, and that he let Mason 
go when Mason said he didn’t 
want to Fight any more. Police 
photographs introduced into evi¬ 
dence by prosecutor Bee showed 
both Koolas’s and Mason’s arms 
with severe puncture wounds 
from the pit bull. 

An African-American woman, 
Victoria, ultimately pulled Koolas 
away from his attackers and took 
him a safe distance away. She de¬ 
scribed Koolas as holding his head 
in his hands, weeping and shak¬ 
ing, saying over and over, “Why 
me? Why did this happen to me?” 

According to one prosecution 
witness, who said he tried to get 
Rodrigues to stop hitting Koolas, 
Rodrigues told him “the little fag¬ 
got bumped into me and didn’t 
say excuse me.” 

A defense witness, a friend of 
the defendants who said he did 
not take part in the altercation 
and witnessed it only from across 
the wide intersection, said the 
only anti-gay epithets he heard ut¬ 
tered came from Marissa, who re¬ 
peatedly screamed “faggot” at 
Koolas and Mason. 

Jennifer Rakowski of CUAV 
told the B.A.R. that while Bee has 
done an effective job to present the 
jury with as complete a picture of 
the event as possible, “obviously 
when you have a central victim not 
being able to show up in court, you 
have a hole in your case.” 

Nonetheless, Rakowski added, 
“The DA’s office could easily have 
shied away from the case and said 
it was too challenging. But they 
really are committed to this, be¬ 
cause it’s clearly a hate crime. 
They’re using all their energy and 
resources to put on the best case 
they can.” ▼

countability project’s turf. He es¬ 
pecially lambastes SEIU for 
butting in and creating a whole 
new negotiating effort. While the 
union’s support for sunshine is 
needed and wanted, Sheehy said, 
its willingness to reach a separate 
accord with Barnes is a sell-out 
and a hindrance to the current ef¬ 
fort. 

“It’s arrogant for them to in¬ 
terpose themselves in this leg¬ 
islative process without having 
expressed an interest up to this 
point,” Sheehy said. “This [nego¬ 
tiating process] has been around 
for months. How would they 
feel if we [the accountability 
project] started working on 
labor issues?” 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano, 
who has been working overtime 
at City Hall to pass a sunshine or¬ 
dinance for nonprofits, con¬ 
curred that the sunshine provi¬ 
sion of the new SEIU/SFUSN ac¬ 
cord is “inappropriate.” 

For starters, Ammiano want¬ 
ed it made clear that his pro¬ 
posed sunshine ordinance “is to¬ 
tally independent” of any union 
effort to allow card-checks as an 
option to secret ballots as a way 
of organizing nonprofits. Recent 
activist assertions and press re¬ 
ports confusing the two issues 
have not helped sunshine, Am¬ 
miano said. The supervisor was 
quick to add, however, that he is 
the sponsor of the proposed 
card-check ordinance. 

The point is, said Ammiano, 
“sunshine is never an appropriate 
chit” in the unionization effort. 

Apart from that, in Ammi- 
ano’s view, the SEIU/SFUSN ac¬ 
cord is also unnecessary. 

“We’ve had a very principled 
process with an active working 
group,” said Ammiano. “We’re 
way ahead.” 

Asked why he thinks this new 
accord includes a provision on 
negotiating on the sunshine mat¬ 
ter, Ammiano replied he suspects 
the only reason it’s in the agree¬ 
ment “is the linkage between 
Barnes and his mercenary efforts 
to undermine accountability and 
sunshine.” 


Robert one-note? 

Barnes dismissed such nay¬ 
saying by Sheehy and Ammiano, 
contending “this agreement is be¬ 
tween the nonprofit coalition and 
SEIU, so we have every right to 
negotiate. Yes, there’s a task force, 
but we didn’t make an agreement 
with the task force.” 

The point to keep in mind, 
said Barnes, is that the agreement 
does not articulate what the end 
resolve is. 

“Nonprofits feel legislation is 
being passed about them,” said 
Barnes, “but they’re not at the 
table to talk about how the legis¬ 
lation affects them.” 

Many different interest 
groups, not just HIV/AIDS ac¬ 
tivists, “have legitimate interests 
in the roles of nonprofits,” said 
Barnes. “There needs to be much 
broader discussion than just 
within our community.” 

The accountability project’s 
sunshine efforts have focused pri¬ 
marily on nonprofit AIDS service 
organizations, noted Barnes, “but 
there are 550 nonprofits in the 
city. You cannot brush nonprofits 
with broad strokes and expect 
every one to passively accept the 
outcome.” 

Whatever Barnes says on the 
matter must be taken with sever¬ 
al grains of salt, suggests Harvey 
Milk Democratic Club President 
Criss Romero. 

“I think what Robert is trying 
to do is make this a one-note 
issue,” Romero said. “Robert is 
being paid very well to keep this 
thing going and to derail ac¬ 
countability. His work is not al¬ 
truistic.” 

Romero, who is an organizer 
for SEIU, distanced himself from 
the union’s agreement with 
Barnes, and noted that he has 
nothing to do with setting union 
policy. As one of the first in the 
Milk Club to speak out on the 
need for accountability at non¬ 
profit AIDS service organizations, 
Romero said he supports the ex¬ 
isting sunshine task force. 

Romero also disputed the no¬ 
tion that the Milk Club’s account¬ 
ability project focused solely on 
AIDS service organizations, con¬ 
tending that it was concerned 
about access to nonprofits for 
“groups from all communities.” ▼

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New Direction in HJV-l Research Hits Bay Area 
A new approach to treating HIV disease is being implemented bv researchers in the bay area. Their 
approach is novel in that the therapy focuses directly on the immune system rather than on HIV 
which is the target of conventional therapy using antiretroviral drugs. This approach is also 
different from other therapies in that it attempts to control HIV by suppressing the immune 
system and will test some novel ideas about exactly how HIV causes disease. Using the drug 
“Cyclosporin A' they hope to slow down the immune activation which is associated with the 
progression of HIV disease. This approach may be particularly useful in patients who do not 
benefit from protease inhibitors. 

Despite recent progress in the treatment of HIV infection, the mechanism by which HIV damages 
the immune system is still not fully understood. This would not be an issue if HIV could be 
eradicated from the body before drug resistance develops. Elimination of this virus is a worthy 
goal which should result in better health and longer survival regardless of the disease mechanism, 
but it has not yet been demonstrated. After all, if the virus causes immumodeficiency and the 
virus is gone, the destruction of the immune system should slow down, stop. or even reverse. 
However it is already clear that many HIV infected individuals (for a variety of reasons) do not get, 
or cannot sustain, a large reduction of viral load, even with the best known treatments. For these 
individuals, a different approach may lead to the treatment of the disease mechanism even when 
the viral load can’t be reduced or eliminated. 

The most widely held concept of the disease mechanism is that the virus kills more CD4 cells than 
the body can replace. An alternative theory Is that the body is actually quite capable of replacing 
CD4 cells but the very process which maintains the correct number of CD4 cells is “confused" or 
perhaps “overworked" by excessive Immune activation, a well known consequence of HIV Infection. 
If the Idea that HIV-1 causes AIDS by excess immune activation is true, the logical treatment would 
be to eliminate the ex cess Immune activation, returning the immune system to more normal 
function. In the mid-1980's scientists had this very Idea and were bold enough to try a drug called 
Cyclosporin-A (CsA), an immune suppressing drug used in patients receiving kidney transplants, to 
try to treat patients with AIDS. At the right dose, CsA prevents kidney graft rejection but does not 
cause severe immunodeficiency. The idea is that, in HIV infected individuals, CsA might eliminate 
the excess Immune activation without interfering with normal immune defenses. Unfortunately j 
this pioneering research received limited support and attention as research has focused on viral 
eradication. Additionally, there was not much known about the immune system in HIV-1 infection 
and what was the best way to measure or predict immune restoration. But some of the patients, 
treated with CsA, did well clinically and had increased CD4 counts. Other HIV-1 infected patients 
who received CsA as part of their treatment for kidney transplants also did well, taking 
significantly longer to develop AIDS than patients who did not receive CsA. 

A group of scientists, known as the cyclosporin study Croup, whose members Include research 
immunologists, internists and infectious disease specialists, have banded together and begun a 
study known as the “Cyclosporin-A Study in HlV-i Disease." This is a 3month study during which 
patients will take Cyclosporin-A and be evaluated for its effects on their immune system. 

Enrollment is limited to people with HIV-1 infection, CD4 counts between 300 and 600 cells/ml and 
who are otherwise well.

I v wimming seems simple 
3% enough. You dive in, go till 
Cjy you reach the wall, flip turn, 
and then go back again. Whoever 
goes fastest wins. Simple, right? 

Not so simple. Especially when 
you’re a master swimmer, with 
records to boast, and new ones to 
set. Especially when the host of 
your next big meet might not, shall 
we say, have their act together. 

Such are the concerns of many 
a swimmer planning to attend 
Gay Games V this August. Most 
vocal is Duke Dahlin, USF Master 
Swim Team’s leader. “When you 
sanction a meet you have to fol¬ 
low a lot of rules,” says Dahlin, 
who has competed enough years 
to become familiar with those 
rules. He is concerned that “some 
things on the Gay Games web site 
haven’t changed” to reflect those 
rules — particularly age group¬ 
ings that mix everyone over 60 in 
with 51-year-olds, something 
Dahlin called “unfair.” 


“If they don’t follow FINA 
rules,” he said, “it becomes null,” 
and pointed out that unless the 
meet is sanctioned, even if Bruce 
Hayes or an athlete of his caliber 
breaks a world record, the 
record will not exist. 

“I hope they get it to¬ 
gether before the compe¬ 
tition begins,” said Dahlin, 
who recalls similar snafus 
even at the New York 
Games in 1994. “It’s really ex¬ 
hausting when you 
have to fight,” he said. 

“We never got a re¬ 
sponse via e-mail, so 
you figure why both¬ 
er? I’m at the point 
where I have to make my flight 
plans.” 

‘Other things 
are important’ 

Possibly because the nature of 
their sport requires efficiency and 
a streamlined sense of design, 
swimmers tend to be somewhat 
aggressive, competitive, and goal- 
oriented. And while sources con¬ 


firm that things in Amsterdam are 
well ahead of schedule, the swim¬ 
mers afe not resting easy. “We’re 
still gonna have fun,” said Dahlin, 
“but it would be nice if they 
would clarify the rules.” 

Dahlin is part of 
a contingent of gay 
swimmers who left 
Team Tsunami swim club, 
reportedly amid differing 
opinions over whether a gay 
and lesbian swim club 
should be more of a 
social group or more 
competitive. The 
more competitive 
swimmers formed the 
University of San 
Francisco Club and left Team 
Tsunami, which still meets regu¬ 
larly. Over 100 members from 
both squads will be competing 
this summer. 

Randy Schiller, a USF Masters 
swimmer for five years, has 
worked on or participated in 
every Gay Games since its incep¬ 
tion. He runs a sound, lighting, 
and video company that has pro¬ 
duced concerts and benefits — in¬ 
cluding Gay Games — for 
decades. 

“I helped put the first one to¬ 
gether with Tom Waddell,” 
Schiller proudly said. A,member 
of Team Tsunami since its incep¬ 
tion, he said, “I swum all my life, 
but I did not get back into com¬ 
petition until I started with 
Tsunami.” As an out native San 
Franciscan who “never had any 
problems” with being an out ath¬ 
lete, Schiller will be swimming in 
the 50-year-old group, being a 
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and most respected companies in the viatical settlement industry. Enough said.

sprightly 49. 

Although he’ll be competing 
in “just about every event I can,” 
Schiller will be “focusing on long 
distance-events.” 

As to the sanctioning prob¬ 
lems, he said, “I’m not worrying 
about that too much. But appar¬ 
ently there are some, and I guess 
they’re working them out.” He 
should know. “In my business a 
lot of our work is with benefits. It 
just seems very important that we 
don’t forget some of the other 
things that are important,” such as 
the incredible feeling of commu¬ 
nity such events foster, no matter 
what the degree of competition. 

‘Just for fun’ or 
for the books? 

“But we are very competitive,” 
said Team USF member Richard 
Garret, how won four medals at 
Gay Games 1986 in San Francisco 
and won six individual and three 
relay medals in New York in 1994. 

Despite growing up in the 
South, Garrett says being gay did¬ 
n’t really effect his swimming. 
“Other dysfunctional stuff took 
over. I never had a real opportu¬ 
nity to focus on swimming until 
the last five years.” He notes, 
though, comparing his first Gay 
Games to other meets, “how dif¬ 
ferent it was to compete in an 
open environment, just how fun 
it was. What has happened in the 
last years is I’m now swimming 
faster than I was as a teenager.” 

Garret will be in the 45-year- 
old group in several upcoming 
meets, as well as Gay Games in 
August, so he has a new age group 
to compete in. “For FINA, I could 
qualify for a world record, so it’s 
absolutely essential that this meet 
be sanctioned.” 


He trains by swimming 40- 
50,000 yards a week and lifts 
weights three times a week. His 
goal? “The world record is a short 
course. It’s within shooting dis¬ 
tance. I am certainly eligible for it. 
But if it’s not sanctioned, it [the 
records] won’t be eligible.” 

Garrett has to be careful with 
his training, since several other 
important competitions in the US 
are taking place through the 
spring and summer. Should Gay 
Games prove to be “just for fun,” 
he needs to reserve his peak per¬ 
formance for meets that matter 
more to him. 

“Among USF masters swim¬ 
mers, there are several world-class 
swimmers, and concern. It’s diffi¬ 
cult to spend that kind of time 
and energy with the doubt that 
your time may just basically be 
thrown away. 

“Swimmers have an opportu¬ 
nity to win more,” he said. “I think 
New York really changed every¬ 
thing. People coming home with 
chestfuls of medals may have gen¬ 
erated a lot of resentment. There’s 
also the issue of it really being for 
fun, with competition being sec¬ 
ondary to that. People who are ac¬ 
customed to competing tend to 
get the short end of the discus¬ 
sion. It’s really tiring to argue for 
competition.” 

On top of it all, Garrett’s im¬ 
pressions of some European ath¬ 
letes was soured at the ’94 Closing 
Ceremonies when he ended up 
sitting next to “a bunch of chain¬ 
smoking beer drinkers.” So it 
seems in this sport the debate of 
competition vs. social group en¬ 
ters the arena. 

“It’s hard to deny the original 
sports focus, and Tom Waddell’s 
spirit, but when you start trying to 
argue for sport, you’re gonna get 
shouted down.” 

His point is well taken, and 
worthy of consideration: “Some¬ 
body has to win.” T

T 1 ^ he “golden age” of porn during the ’60s and 70s was more fool’s gold than 
real for queer audiences. In spite of the endless talk about the sexual revo¬ 
lution, gay sexual imagery was mostly confined to its own little ghetto of 
grainy loops and, eventually, a few all-male venues that sprung up among 
the legion of relentlessly hetero Pussycat and Mitchell Brothers Theatres. 

(Lesbian “venues” per se never materialized.) Of course, there was always the seem¬ 
ing exception of the obligatory dyke sequence in much of straight porn, but these 
usually had a grim, forced feel, and it’s doubtful that queer viewers were fooled. 

On the other hand, a few of porn’s pioneers took the sexual revolution seriously and 
did bring more authentic gay and bi imagery into their “straight” films. Radley Metzger, 
whose work spans the early sixties through the mid-eighties, is by far the best of this 
meager lot. He made what is still probably the finest commercial feature about adoles¬ 
cent lesbian love, Therese and Isabelle (1968), and in works like Score (1972), he devotes 
as much time to the homosexual trysts as to their hetero counterpart — which is 
probably why that film was not a success when it was first released. Metzger is philo¬ 
sophical about this. “Seduction is universal,” he said in a recent interview. “I think 
we break it down and say, ‘This is straight, this is gay.’” 

The worldly attitude these words imply is on full, florid display in the 
nine-film series at the Castro. Some of these projects were peculiar indeed — 
what to make of Little Mother (1972), a pre-Evita Eva Peron biopic with soft¬ 
core touches? Or Carmen, Baby (1967), a porn remake of Bizet’s Carmen, with 
the toreador now a rock singer and Carmen a trashy waitress/hooker? The Lie 
ish Quartet (1967) looks like a remake of Pasolini’s Teorema, but its pedigree o actu¬ 
ally even fancier: Pirandello’s Six Characters in Search of an Author. The idea of re- 
. vamping^the 19th-century Dumas melodrama that became Garbo’s Camille might not 
come immediately to mind as a commercial prospect in 1969, but Metzger resur¬ 
rected it with panache in Camille 2000. For a man who cites Max Ophuls and Orson 
Welles as primary influences, such artistic strivings shouldn’t be too surprising. 
Camille 2000, with its cast of wealthy, weary sophisticates, clear plastic blow-up 
beds, outlandish metal dresses, refined S&M- orgies, and Euro-psychedelic music, 
is often cited as the quintessential Metzger film. In fact, all that’s missing in the 
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I f Lily Tomlin and Charles Ludlam had had a love child — 
so use your imagination — he might have grown up to be 
Michael Goldfried. This young performer combines Tom¬ 
lin’s talent for getting under the skin of her characters with 
the off-kilter energies of Ludlam’s “ridiculous” style of the¬ 
ater. But if he can’t call them Mom and Dad, he did call them 
creative heroes as he talked about a one-man showcase they 
helped inspire. 

In Enter, Then Pause, beginning a five-performance run 
March 4 at Josie’s, Goldfried plays an exaggerated version of him¬ 
self as memories and fantasies collide while flying from San 
Francisco to a new life in New York. In fact, he expects to be on 
that airplane soon, as he leaves behind a life as a “professional 
recreationalist” to become a career-oriented adult in New York. 
And he’s counting on pnter, Then Pause to be his calling card. 

“I’m going to miss San Francisco a lot,” the 25-year-old per¬ 
former said recently. “I kind of feel like I’m leaving the womb.” 

If Goldfried is still a little wet behind the ears, he has a col¬ 
laborator who is considerably more seasoned, yet who is jump¬ 
ing into new territory himself. Jeffrey Friedman, a documen¬ 
tary filmmaker who won an Oscar for Common Threads: Sto¬ 
ries From the Quilt and an Emmy for The Celluloid Closet, is di¬ 
recting and helped fashion Enter, Then Pause. Although Fried¬ 
man, 46, acted briefly in New York in the ’60s, this is his first 
foray into directing for the theater. 

“I thought it would be good to start with a one-man 
show,” he said. 

A ballroom dance club, where a mutual friend is an in¬ 
structor, provided the unlikely forum for Friedman’s first 
encounter with Goldfried’s quirky talents. That friend had 
corralled Goldfried into emceeing the club’s events, and 
he developed it into something of an offbeat lounge act. 
Friedman dropped by one day to check out the scene. 

“I saw Michael carrying on,” Friedman said, “but I was 
very impressed with his talent and his fearlessness as a

Out of time 


John O'Reill/s 'Pastpresent'

here’s more truth in adver¬ 
tising than usual in the title 
of this exhibition of John 
O’Reilly’s photographs and col¬ 
lages. “Pastpresent” functions as a 
mini-retrospective of this little- 
known 68-year-old artist’s work, 
which invariably mixes classic el¬ 
ements and contemporary sensi¬ 
bilities. The show includes some 
40 meticulously-crafted collaged 
still lifes and self-portraits dating 
from the late 1960s through 1997, 
and reveals how the artist has 
tackled big life-death-love-reli- 
gion themes wielding just a cam¬ 
era, an Exacto knife, and a rich 
imagination. 

As retrospectives are meant to 
do, “Pastpresent” charts the artist’s 
development and influences. The 
early works reveal the seeds of the 
artistic investigations to come. 
The first piece in the show is a 
1966 collage of images of an an¬ 
cient stone statue of an archer and 
somersaulting figures on a cos¬ 
mological background. It’s very 
Age of Aquarius. The fading 
black-and-white magazine pic¬ 
tures have been reconfigured into 
a carefully balanced celestial-spir¬ 
itual composition and bring to 
mind Joseph Cornell’s dreamlike, 
archetype-laden constructions, 
with more than a dollop of Jess’s 
sensual surrealist collage sensibil¬ 
ity. A pair of images from 1974 are 
sparer arrangements of birds and 
body parts that are clearly rooted 
in European traditions of pho¬ 
tomontage. 

In the pieces made in the sub¬ 
sequent decades, O’Reilly forges 
his own, increasingly identifiable 
way with historical sources. These 
modestly-scaled works employ 
multilayered grafts of pho¬ 
tographs, reproductions of fa¬ 
mous paintings, and beefcake, all 
of which he rephotographs. The 
pictures are informed by Catholic 
guilt, sly dry wit, and the well- 
honed eye of an aesthete. The vi¬ 
sual arrangements are highly aes- 
theticized, carefully-balanced, and 
frequently gorgeous — in an un¬ 
derstated way. 

Frequently the images explore 
the artist’s own relationship to his 
inspirations, using Forrest Gump- 
like collage strategies. In the 1981 
“With Walt,” for example, a pro¬ 
file of grizzled old Whitman dom¬ 
inates the composition from the 
side, while the bespectacled 
O’Reilly sits shirtless on a chair in 
the background, attesting to an 
aesthetic and sexual lineage. The 
relationship is more complex, and 
comic, in “Before Picasso,” a 1984 
piece that uses a similar strategy. 
In this case, manly Pablo surveys 
one of his paintings — an angu¬ 
lar, stylized female — from his 
throne-like wicker chair. O’Reilly 
has inserted himself behind the 
canvas, where he stands nude. His 
scrawny body and heavy horn¬ 
rimmed glasses create a provoca¬ 
tive mix of vulnerability, admira¬ 
tion, and unresolvable sexual ten¬ 
sion. 

In a 1993 work, entitled “With 
a German Soldier,” O’Reilly devel¬ 
ops this self-insertion strategy 
further. Here he sets up a signa¬ 
ture still life of seemingly memo¬ 
ry-imbued photographs and old 
picture frames. At the center 
stands a hunky naked guy with 
the head of a helmeted soldier. (In 
a nod to the notion of picture¬ 
making, the well-endowed lad 
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With a German Soldier, 1993, by John O'Reilly.

n the same day that Golden 

|| Child opened at the Ameri¬ 
can Conservatory Theatre, 
the Best of Broadway series an¬ 
nounced that The King and / will 
be part of its upcoming season. 
Both works examine the effects of 
Western cultural imperialism on 
Asian societies, but it is surprising 
to realize that a 47-year-old musi¬ 
cal that has even become a vehicle 
for Marie Osmond brings more 
insight and passion to the subject 
than the contemporary drama by 
the author of M. Butterfly. 

In M. Butterfly, David Henry 
Hwang was able to explore a com¬ 
plex web of cultural issues 
through a fascinating, tragic story 
that had its roots in an interna¬ 
tional scandal. In Golden Child, 
Hwang is using his own family’s 
history as dramatic fodder, but he 
seems less emotionally involved 
than he did in the earlier play. Per¬ 
haps the playwright is sending 
mixed signals because, even as he 
regrets the loss of traditions, he 
can’t fully condemn it without 
disowning the life and career it 
has provided him. 

Golden Child does have its 
charms, especially in the first act, 
when Hwang uses humor to illu¬ 
minate the inner workings of a 
family in 1918 China. As a busi¬ 
nessman’s three wives await his 
return from a three-year trip to 
the Philippines, they display their

bitter rivalry through zingers that 
are couched in a stifling etiquette. 
If Golden Child sometimes threat¬ 
ens to become The Golden Girls in 
these scenes, the tone turns dark¬ 
er in the second act, when the 
husband’s decision to embrace 
the modern world through con¬ 
version to Christianity has severe 
consequences. But the tragedies 
feel artificial, or at least emotion¬ 
ally unfocused, and lead to a de¬ 
nouement in which Hwang strug¬ 
gles to tie up the threads into a 
neat bow. 

This production of Golden 
Child is slated for Broadway after 
its San Francisco run, and the in¬ 
gredients are predictably top- 
drawer. Tsai Chin, Kim Miyori 
and Ming-Na Wen play the three 
wives stylishly, and Randall Duk 
Kim plays their beleaguered hus¬ 


band with believable bemuse¬ 
ment. The delightful Julyana 
Soelistyo plays two incarnations 
of the same character, an elderly 
ghost who visits her son in pre¬ 
sent-day America, and the preco¬ 
cious favored daughter of the hus¬ 
band back in China. 

James Lapine, the esteemed 
Broadway director of Stephen 
Sondheim’s recent musicals, is at 
the helm, and there are moments 
when the play begins to feel as glib 
and simple as a musical minus the 
songs. Where are Rodgers and 
Hammerstein when we need 
them? ▼

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Diorama drama

t its best, Guillermo Gomez- 
Pena’s The Mexterminator 
- ’ Project is a theatrical extra¬ 
vaganza; at its worst, it is weak 
drama. Described by its creator as 
an “audience interactive perfor¬ 
mance installation,” The Mexter¬ 
minator Project is yet another in¬ 
stallment of Gomez-Pena’s artistic 
commitment to overcome the 
prejudice of English-speaking 
Americans toward their Spanish- 


the exhibits on the fears and preju¬ 
dices reflected in statements and 
confessions sent by anonymous 
Internet browsers to their web site. 

The result is an anthropologi¬ 
cal representation of a post-Holo- 
caust future. Gender boundaries 
and sexuality have dissolved. Hu¬ 
mans and technology have 
merged to create new entities. 

One exhibit features El Para¬ 
military Samurai (Yoshigiro 
Maeshiro), an insane soldier 
dressed in fatigues covering fish¬ 
net stockings and a chemise. An-

speaking brethren. Taking over all 
of the SOMAR gallery and perfor¬ 
mance space, the production is as 
much art show as it is theater, re¬ 
flecting the kind of apocalyptic 
war-torn anguish that is reflected 
in Picasso’s Guernica. 

The piece is comprised of a se¬ 
ries of living sculptures, which are 
separated like museum dioramas. 
These exhibits feature some of the 
transethnic, transgendered cy¬ 
borgs who inhabit the North 
American terrain after the Mexi¬ 
can victory in the U.S./Mexico War 
of 1998. Gomez-Pena and his col¬ 
laborator Roberto Sifuentes based 


other features Sifuentes as Cyber- 
Vato, a militaristic computer cy¬ 
borg. Other diorama characters 
include Gomez-Pena as El Mex¬ 
terminator, Sara Shelton Mann as 
La Cultural Transvestite, and Vio- 
leta Luna as La Morra Diabolica. 
Some of the characters roam freely 
amongst the audience, including 
La Supreme Chicana (Isis Ro¬ 
driguez), who is driven around the 
space in a Red Stiletto motorcycle. 
Exhibit docents answer questions 
and assist when necessary. 

In this theater project, audi¬ 
ence members begin as voyeurs 
but are given the opportunity to

participate. There is no beginning 
or end. Audience members enter 
the space in small groups and are 
left almost entirely to their own 
devices for as long as they want to 
stay. The space is divided into the 
main diorama area, a refreshment 
lounge with a tattoo parlor and a 
peep show, and a separate room 
for conversation. 

This serious performance 


work nearly succeeds. 
Gomez-Pena and Sifuentes take 
cultural fears, embody them in 
American film-archetypes, and 
present them in a theatrical set¬ 
ting, but in spite of all of the guns 
and the militaristic atmosphere, 
the presentation lacks danger. Al¬ 
though your mind is challenged, 
the non-threatening quality of the 
presentation fails to grip your 


heart. Still, the production pro¬ 
motes conversation, so the best 
way to experience it would be to 
go with a crowd, absorb the expe¬ 
rience, and compare notes. T

The dis¬ 
coveries have been interesting 
enough to make him one of the 
most recorded of all modern con¬ 
ductors. Detractors point to his 
somewhat plodding style, but 
never deny the competence or 
sincerity of his approach. 

It has been a surprisingly long 
time since his last appearance here 
in 1989, for he has been a frequent 
guest. This time, his choice of 
repertoire was typically intriguing 
and made for cozy rainy night lis¬ 
tening. 

An Estonian himself, Jarvi 
opened with his compatriot Ed¬ 
uard Tubin’s Ballet Suite for Or¬ 
chestra from Kratt (The Goblin). 
Three relatively brief sections 
conveyed an enjoyable sense of 
what the complete piece must be 
like. There is a lot of Stravinsky 
echoing throughout, but the effect 
is exciting and the orchestra 
played well. 

The closer for the First half 
should have been a real showcase 
for Concertmaster Raymond 
Kobler, but it turned out to be a 
mediocre exercise for the 18-year 
orchestra veteran. Kobler’s thin- 
nish tone and slightly suspect tun¬ 
ing could not ignite Lalo’s famous 
Symphonie espagnole, and he was 
lucky to escape relatively un¬ 
scathed. To be fair, the audience 
responded with great warmth, but 
it could very well have been vocal 
appreciation for his continuing 
professionalism. 

The concert ended with Rim- 
sky-Korsakov’s Suite from The 
Legend of the Invisible City of 
Kitezh and Tchaikovsky’s Suite 
from The Snow Maiden, neither 
particularly memorable works. 
Still, the mysterious fairy-tale

qualities of each seemed wonder¬ 
fully apt for programs heard in 
the middle of a wet and dreary 
winter. 

Vladimir Spivakov followed 
Jarvi last week with an all-string 
orchestra bill of fare that cleverly 
allowed most SFS musicians a 
brief hiatus before the upcoming 
national tour and this week’s 
recording plans. 

Spivakov was last in SF as a 
conductor two years ago, but this 
time he performed double duty 
by bringing his fiddle along. The 
chamber quality of the evening 
was a pleasant break from rou¬ 
tine, and two 20th-century scores 
saved the program from feeling 
too slight. 

Of course, J.S. Bach properly 
done is hardly lightweight, and 
the conductor graciously opened 
each half of the evening with solid 
renditions of two familiar gems 
by that composer. 

Playing the Concerto in D 
minor for Two Violins along with 
Assistant Concertmaster Mark 
Volkert, Spivakov displayed a sur¬ 
prising disregard for currently 
fashionable “authentic” perform¬ 
ing practices. Using the full com¬ 
plement of strings added a certain 
plushness to the sound that de¬ 
tracted from the impetus of the 
writing, but it certainly lent a 
pretty sound. 

Volkert essayed his part with a 
lovely sweetness of tone that 
proved him equal to Spivakov in 
dexterity and temperament. 

Another SFS member success¬ 
fully paired with the violinist/ 
conductor was Principal Oboe 
William Bennett, who excelled in 
the Concerto in D minor for 
Oboe and Violin, BMV 1060. 

The main course of the 
evening was served, however, with 
a full-bodied rendition of Arnold 
Schoenberg’s lushly late Roman¬ 
tic Transfigured Night, as tran¬ 
scribed from the original sextet 
version by the composer for string 
orchestra. 

Spivakov opted for a rather 
homogenized sound that was easy 
on the ears, but lacking in bite. 
The climaxes appeared over¬ 
wrought without a proper narra¬ 
tive flow. Still, individual scenes 
were involving, and the ultimate 
effect, especially the magical con¬ 
clusion, was fulfilling. 

A suitably energetic romp 
through Bartok’s pungent Diver¬ 
timento showed the conductor in 
more accustomed form and 
pleased the audience enough to 
warrant an encore. ▼

Sardonic dame

Serenade City by Rachelle Gar- 
niez & the Fortunate Few; Real 
Cool Records 

I istful, sardonic, senti¬ 
mental, and wry, Rachelle 
II W Garniez has her mildly 
melancholic finger on the pulse of 
romance in turn-of-the-millenni- 
um urban America. Until now, 
the accordion-playing postmod¬ 
ern chanteuse has only shared her 
tales of love gone sweet and sour 
with discerning Manhattan pub 
and clubgoers, but the release of 
her self-produced CD, Serenade 
City, may garner Garniez the 
wider audience she deserves. 

The songs wear some of their 
musical and literary influences — 
jazzy pop standards, Eurocabaret, 
Aesop’s Fables, the tango — on 
their sleeves, but without fail the 
clear-voiced Garniez puts her sig¬ 
nature on the material. Backed by 


a tight band (Rob Thomas on vio¬ 
lin and Joe Ruddick on piano, sax¬ 
ophone, and other instruments 
stand out), she ruminates on her 
predilections in “Broken Nose” 
(“I’m just a city kid with a senti¬ 
mental streak/and a weakness for a 
ruined reputation”), begs for for¬ 
giveness from the planet Mercury 
in “Retrograde,” and expounds on 
love sublime in “Rain for Days.” 

Garniez has a knack for 
sketching a succinct story — in 
three minutes or so she both 
paints a picture and tells a tale. 
Her vocals range from whispery 
wisps in “Wind” (“When I look in 
his eyes/I see the sadness of a rest¬ 
less past/shadows through a 
smoked-glass window”) to em¬ 
phatically edgy in “Spike Heels” 
(“She’s a hip chick got real thick 
lips/fake eyelashes and licorice 
whips/squeaky clean teeth and a 
freaky mystique/stay one night 
you can’t walk for a week”). 

Serenade City was recorded on 
a shoestring budget, but for the

performer. I wanted to discover 
him.” 

Sex on the mind 

The process began with Fried¬ 
man interviewing his young col¬ 
league to find out what was on his 
mind. “The thing that kept com¬ 
ing up was sex,” the director said, 
“specifically, what it meant to be a 
single gay male in San Francisco.” 
That kernel developed into one of 
the segments in the monologue, a 
riff on Goldfried’s quest not just 
for sex, but for “hot sex,” at the 
bars. 

The monologue was put to¬ 
gether piece by piece, with Gold- 
fried doing hours of improvisa¬ 
tion as Friedman watched and 
guided. “I could go off in all sorts 
of directions,” Goldfried said, “be¬ 
cause I knew someone was there 
to catch me. It freed me to go far¬ 
ther than I ever would have.” 

Goldfried tried out short bits 
from the show at stand-up come¬ 
dy nights at Josie’s, and the piece 
had a trial run last month at 
Venue 9. There has been some 
fine-tuning since then. 

“My agenda has been to get 
deeper into the characters,” Fried¬ 
man said. “They’re all fun charac¬ 
ters, but we didn’t want them to 
be caricatures.” 

All of the pieces have some re¬ 
lationship to Goldfried’s own life, 
as well as people he has met, from 
a boozing drama instructor whose 
trademark advice to young actors

— “enter, then pause” — gave the 
show its title to an eccentric, mid¬ 
dle-aged Jewish ex-hippie woman 
whom he met in a coffeehouse in 
the Mission. The wildest segment 
is a flashback to Goldfried’s teen 
years, as he fantasizes about rub¬ 
bing shoulders with drug-swilling 
celebrities at an exclusive disco 
much like Studio 54. 

“I do have a shrine to John 
Travolta, which is more about 
bellbottoms than Dianetics,” 
Goldfried said. “I guess I’m nos¬ 
talgic for a time I never lived in.”

most part this doesn’t show. The 
lack of dollars may have mandat¬ 
ed a spare sound, but it wholly 
suits the lyrics, and the playing of 
the Fortunate Few band is full and 
hearty throughout. On the West 
Coast, it’ll be the fortunate few in¬ 
deed who latch onto Serenade City 
— Garniez’s label, Real Cool 
Records (planetella@juno.com), 
has scant distribution. But the 
pithy CD is worth the effort to 
track it down.

world of the doomed romantic 
Marguerite Gautier (Daniele 
Gaubert) is a gilded go-go cage. 
Fans of the 1937 Garbo version 
may be startled to see that Met¬ 
zger’s update, underneath the 
wild period decor, is recognizably 
the same film, though Gaubert’s 
existential exhaustion may be less

evident to an audience mesmer¬ 
ized by the parade of Italian haute 
couture and decor. (Ironically, the 
actress died two years after this 
film from cancer.) 

The sex scenes in Camille 2000 
are elegant softcore, but three 
years later Metzger shot one of the 
key transitional works between 
hard and soft porn, Score. This 
film, released in both hard and 
soft versions, was filmed in Yu¬ 
goslavia with the leftover crew 
from Fiddler on the Roof, and part 
of the fun of Score is trying to rec¬ 
oncile the lurid, campy shenani¬ 
gans with the film’s ultra-profes¬ 
sional sheen. All the elements of a 
swinging lifestyle are here: a Mer¬ 
cedes, a European resort back¬ 
ground, amyl nitrate and pot, a 
few dildos and leather accouter¬ 
ments, and five characters who 
spend all their time in a sexual 
roundelay. Typical of the film’s 
droll attitude are the inspiring 
words of Elvira (Claire Wilbur) in 
response to naive Betsey (Lynn 
Lowery), who asks how you know 
who to sleep with in an orgy: 
“First you don’t know... then you 
can’t tell... then you don’t care.” 

Gay porn fans will recognize 
Cal Culver, aka Casey Donovan of 
Boys in the Sand fame. Here the 
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hunky Culver is the recipient of 
Metzger’s largesse in matching 
him up with Elvira’s butch bisex¬ 
ual husband Jack; their scenes are 
the “hardest” in the film. Even 
today, the implicit threat in these 
scenes is palpable — it’s like the 
two boys-next-door fucking — 
and it’s easy to imagine the 
straight raincoat brigade racing to 
the exits in distress, which is ap¬ 
parently what happened. 

Lesbian masterpiece 

Metzger has another, more di¬ 
rectly emotional side that’s evi¬ 
dent in what is in many ways his 
masterpiece, an adaptation of Vi- 
olette Leduc’s lesbian memoir 
Therese and Isabelle. Leduc al¬ 


lowed him to shoot her book only 
if he agreed not to “make a dirty 
movie” out of it. (Perhaps she had 
noticed his first film was called 
The Dirty Girls.) Leduc’s language 
has an arresting poetry—“A saint 
was Kcking away my soils...” is her 
description of a cunnilingus 
episode — and Metzger faithfully 
reproduces much of it in an over¬ 
dub spoken by Therese, who, in a 
Brechtian touch, appears both as 
the troubled adolescent in love 
with her female schoolmate, and 
as a grown woman who observes 
and comments on what she sees. 
Metzger’s visual style is usually 
oblique, with the characters often 
dominated by the plush objects 
around them. Therese and Isabelle 


takes a more lyrical approach, 
with graceful camera movements 
and velvety black-and-white pho¬ 
tography that capture the roman¬ 
tic idyll of his characters. 

Best of all, though, is the treat¬ 
ment of the central, consuming 
relationship of two self-styled 
outcasts. Metzger counters an era 
of psycho-dykes and lesbian sui¬ 
cides with two beautiful, strong 
young women whose relationship 
resonates with transgressive 
power. The film’s unabashed pre¬ 
sentation of the glories of the les¬ 
bian body, seen most tellingly in a 
love scene at night by a pond, 
gives Therese and Isabelle a time¬ 
less power, and shows Metzger as 
a consummate chronicler of the 
thrilling backwaters of human ex¬ 
perience. T

San Francisco in 1979. A New 
York native, he worked in film as 
an assistant editor before a love af¬ 
fair took him to rural Kentucky.

The Lesbian Health Book: Caring 
for Ourselves, edited by Jocelyn 
White, M.D. and Marissa C. Mar¬ 
tinez; Seal Press, $18.95 

he title of this new book — 

The Lesbian Health Book: 

Caring for Ourselves — ex¬ 
plains with unfortunate succinct¬ 
ness the deep problems that beset 
lesbian health care. Over a quar¬ 
ter century since the feminist 
health care movement began, and 
a good 16 years after lesbians and 
gay men began the grassroots 
AIDS movement, lesbians still 
seek reasonable access to main¬ 
stream health care and Find the 
few alternatives open to them 
have been created by other les¬ 
bians. When it comes to health 
care, lesbians still fend for them¬ 
selves with disastrous results that 
include phenomenal rates of gy¬ 
necological cancers, high inci¬ 
dence of CFIDS and environmen¬ 
tal illness, lack of support for 
chronic illnesses, and lack of ac¬ 
cess to even the most basic health 
care information. 

San Francisco leads the nation 
in health care alternatives for les¬ 
bians, and not surprisingly, many 
of the book’s contributors, no¬ 
tably Rita Shimmin Pulido, Jan 
Thomas, Evelyn C. White, Willy 
Wilkinson, Marj Plumb, and Dr. 
Kate O’Hanlan, are health care ac¬ 
tivists in the Bay Area. Unfortu¬ 
nately, despite their collective 
knowledge and work, lesbian 
health care remains mired in ho¬ 
mophobia, sexism, and general 
misinformation. 

The Lesbian Health Care Book 
ostensibly seeks to alter this reali¬ 
ty, which most lesbians face when 
they enter the health care system 
for something as simple as a gy¬ 
necological exam, or as dramatic 
as cancer. 

It is easy to be misled, as I was, 
by the title of this book. Despite a 
roster of impressive names well- 
known to our community, like 
Plumb, O’Hanlan, Amber Hol- 
libaugh, Dr. Jane Petro, and Risa 


Dennenberg, and their authorita¬ 
tive overview essays, this is pri¬ 
marily an anthology of personal 
stories by lesbians on their indi¬ 
vidual health care experiences. 
This is the standard approach 
taken on lesbian health, frankly 
not very useful for lesbians seek¬ 
ing serious health care informa¬ 
tion. As a lesbian battling severe 
and debilitating chronic illness 
who has also been writing about 
lesbian health issues for two 
decades, I found nothing new, 
and much that seemed outdated. 
What I and most lesbians need is 
more information and help than 
our friends can offer over coffee. 

The book’s most defining flaw 
is this focus on the anecdotal, 
which is limited to a very small 
range of illness. There isn’t even 
an index heading, for example, on 
heart disease, the leading killer of 


health care, the writing 
styles in The Book of Lesbian 
Health range from medical 
conference-style papers to 
whiny soliloquies on how 
the medical establishment 
doesn’t understand us. 

Straightforward 
suggestions 

There are various re¬ 
sources (books, organi¬ 
zations, etc.) listed 
throughout, as well as 
pieces at book’s end with 
straightforward sugges¬ 
tions for what the les¬ 
bian community needs 
to do to force appropri¬ 
ate care of lesbians 
within the larger health 
sphere. The editors have 
taken care to cover a diversity of 
age, race and class; however, over

all women. I paged directly to the 
piece on MS for information and 
found instead a sad, tedious tale 
of substance abuse with a con¬ 
comitant search for self-esteem — 
nothing about MS except the dec¬ 
laration from the author that she 
had the disease. Readers will find 
strong emphasis throughout the 
book on self-esteem and personal 
growth issues; not a bad thing, of 
course, but not what this book 
purports to be about. 

Divided into several sections 
that include historical overviews 
on lesbian health from Dennen¬ 
berg and O’Hanlan; a section on 
individual experiences with illness 
including CFIDS, cancer and 
AIDS; a section on having children 
and approaching menopause; a 
section on psychosocial issues like 
depression, substance abuse, and 
battering; and a final section de¬ 
voted to the future of lesbian 


three-quarters of the contributors 
come from the West Coast, with 
the South, Mid-Atlantic, New 
England, and the center of the 
country going unrepresented. 
This is significant because these 
latter are the places where it is 
most difficult to find access to les¬ 
bian health care. 

The book is weakest on what 


lesbians need most: resources for 
finding non-homophobic, non¬ 
sexist lesbian health care, and in¬ 
formation on what their most im¬ 
portant health needs are. It has 
taken me, a health care activist, 20 
years to finally find a lesbian 
physician, and I live in one of the 
largest medical teaching centers in 
the country. This book repetitive¬ 
ly drives home the fact that most 
lesbians can’t find lesbian health 
care providers. Most lesbians 
could have written the personal 
anecdotes in this book; these ex¬ 
periences are sadly universal. 

Which is why this book is ulti¬ 
mately such a disappointment. 
The editors — Jocelyn White is a 
physician, and Marissa C. Mar¬ 
tinez is a software engineer with 
an interest in lesbian health issues 
— are not contributors to the 


book and provide no 
real focus. They also 
haven’t made much of 
an effort to ensure that 
the essays cover what 
they purport to (like the 
MS piece), or that they 
are well-written (few 
are). Every lesbian knows 
there’s a problem; the 
question is, what’s the so¬ 
lution? Contributors from 
the health care system like 
O’Hanlair, Dennenberg, 
Plumb, Petro, and Dr. Val 
Ustad are uniquely able to 
suggest plans of action or a 
call to arms, but that does¬ 
n’t quite happen either. And 
essays like Willy Wilkerson’s 
on what happens when an 
Asian AIDS activist with 
gender issues contracts 
CFIDS raise significant questions 
about what and where our own 
queer resources are, and how they 
get applied in an AIDS-focused 
community. 

This book is an elementary 
primer on lesbian health concerns 
from the inside. Unfortunately, it 
does little to broaden the overall 
discourse from the first lesbian- 
inspired book on self-health care, 
Our Bodies, Ourselves, written 
over 20 years ago. ▼

poses next to a tripod.) A snap¬ 
shot of a young boy, perhaps the 
artist, leans against the soldier’s 
leg. It quickly evokes (out of) uni¬ 
form fetishes — like Tom of Fin¬ 
land’s admitted interest in Nazi 
soldiers *— while wistfully bring¬ 
ing to mind a regrettable adoles¬ 
cent crush. 

The consistent use of self-por¬ 
traiture suggests that O’Reilly is 
engaging in a highly personal pro¬ 
ject of illustrating and re-imagin¬ 
ing his own life. The pictures, with 
their prominently layered collage 
edges, make no effort to disguise 
the notion that they are indeed 
constructed, pieced together from 
images and mementos found in a 
dusty attic and pages torn from 
moldering art history books. 

O’Reilly’s retro sensibility also 
inserts a gay presence into the art 
and cultural histories from which 
it’s been excluded. It’s an impulse 
that appeals to a number of con¬ 
temporary artists. It’s difficult to 
look at O’Reilly’s pictures without 
thinking of the psychedelic spiri¬ 
tuality of Jess’s paintings and col¬ 
lages, the literary references of 
Duane Michals’ Walt Whitman 
homages, and the faux 19th-cen¬ 
tury patina of McDermott 8c Mc- 
Gough’s paintings and pho¬ 


tographs. O’Reilly’s work, howev¬ 
er, exudes a more palpable sense 
of honesty and intimacy than 
those of his better-known peers. 
Perhaps this is because O’Reilly 
worked in relative obscurity for 
much of his life, leading art ther¬ 
apy workshops in a Massachusetts 
mental hospital and living in 
Boston with his lover of 37 years. 
His pictures really began to hit the 
gallery circuit only in the early 
1990s, and made their most pub¬ 
lic splash in the 1995 Whitney Bi¬ 
ennial. 

This may also account for the 
fact that the most recent works in 
the show are the least interesting. 
The final images are the most for¬ 
mal and distant, each juxtaposing 
a classic painting, or a detail 
thereof, with a vintage snapshot of 
boys engaged in idyllic, vaguely 
homoerotic moments. While 
most of the pieces here tap into 
universal iconography through 
highly personal eyes, these latter 
works, while attractive, seem 
vague and generalized. But like 
everything in this still-satisfying 
exhibition, their visual appeal is 
timeless. T

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together for over fifteen 
years.” A lot of history here, all 
lived outside the gay infrastruc¬ 
ture. “With Wes gone, I fell into a 
deep funk. I had nobody to talk to, 
as all of my friends were straight 
and did not realize the extent of 
my loss or the depth of my feel¬ 
ings. I returned to work in a haze 
and hardly received any acknowl¬ 
edgment of Wes’ death there.” 

Seabold journeys to the depths 
of alcoholism before he gets his 
act together, emotionally and pro¬ 
fessionally. “Clinton’s signing the 
proclamation that being gay was 
no longer a reason to be denied 
any level of security clearance 
freed me up to begin to socialize 
in gay environments openly and 
unafraid.” Many of us forget how 
politics can impinge on all aspects 
of our lives, including the ability 
to mourn. 

The next step 

Artist Don Bachardy, who lived 
as openly gay as you can get, with 
writer Christopher Isherwood, 
recollects: “ [Chris] got very sick in 
the last months, and it was har¬ 
rowing for us both. By the time he 
died, I was glad for both of us. I 
knew it was a great relief for him 
and for me, too. It was after that 
that the deep grieving, the deep 
sense of loss, came to me.” 

But what was the next step? 

“In terms of going on with my 
life?” Bachardy pauses. “I learned

through life as middle- 
aged, grief-stricken man, 
the gay widowers who 
made themselves avail¬ 
able to me asked me 
questions and shared 
practical advice to help 
me move on in a positive 
way, without blocking 
out what the years with 
Lee had meant to me. 

We talked about when it . 
might feel right to re¬ 
move the wedding 
- band, when would it be 
wise to start dating 
again, even having sex 
again, what kind of 
ongoing relationship, 
if any, was possible 
with Lee’s family, legal 
questions about the 
estate, and clearing 
out his closets.” 

In between the chatting, Sher- 
noff looked for books to read on 
the subject of being a gay widow¬ 
er. He found only one, which he 
considered superficial: Surviving 
the Loss of a Loved One to AIDS. 
He decided to remedy the situa¬ 
tion by asking a wide array of 
contributors “to write something 
that they themselves would have 
wanted to read when they were in 
the midst of adapting to their new 
condition as widowers, suggesting 
they try to describe both the pain 
of this transition as well as what 
was helpful to them.” 

The anthology he has shaped, 
Gay Widowers, succeeds grandly 
on those terms. But besides their 
merit as self-help guides, the es¬ 
says here also at times work as fine 
literature, startling memoirs, and 
insightful looks into what it 
means to be gay and male. Wisely, 
Shernoff has not limited his arena 
to those whose lovers have just 
died from AIDS or who were 
openly gay at the time they be¬ 
came a widow. His contributors 
range from the famous to a for¬ 
mer employer of the U.S. Govern¬ 
ment for the aerospace industry, 
from an artist to gym bunny, from 
the youthful to those approaching 
Medicaid status. 

“Today, as I write this essay, I 
am sixty-six years old, and have 
been a widower for eighteen 
years,” George Seabold, a retired 
logistics engineer, begins. “My 
lover Wes and I had known each 
other for twenty years, and lived

so much from Chris. It would have 
been very selfish if I didn’t share 
that with somebody else.

The 
not-too-personal New Yorker self- 
stopped. I felt a great need to sim¬ 
plify my life. In need of an empty 
room, I gave away every stick of 
living room furniture. ... It was a 
good time to edit my Rolodex.” 

This phase was followed by 
dreams “of sacred muscle broth¬ 
ers from my sanctuary, the gym,” 
and masturbatory thoughts of 
“Gov. Jerry Brown (the 2nd most 
sexy man on the planet).” But 
what really got Wilde perking 


identically speaking characters is 
so good a thing that Saxon Ben¬ 
nett has produced just such a 
work.

again was “the musicals section at 
Video West. Some Italian food to 
go, a puff on a joint, and a whole 
new world was opened to me.

- was not terribly impressed 
with Kaye Davis’s first Maris 
Middleton novel, Devil’s Leg 
Crossing. Her second, Possessions, 
shows marked improvement and 
is, in fact, quite a compelling read.

before he strikes again. 

The victims all seem to have 
their closeted status in common, 
a fact that Lauren and Maris pick 
up on long before the straight 
cops notice the possibility. Com¬ 
bining Maris’s forensic skill with 
Lauren’s investigative acumen re¬ 
sults in the best crime-fighting 
duo since Batman and Robin. 

Davis does a fine job of explor¬ 
ing the horrors of a murdering 
maniac, and the serial-killer plot is 
no cliche in her capable hands. She 
also spends time establishing her 
characters to very good effect. The 
crime scene detail is sufficient to 
provide interest, but not so de¬ 
tailed that it feels instructional. 

The stress of the lovers’ jobs 
with its concomitant gore, and the 
threat to their new relationship 
that these pressures create are han¬ 
dled effectively and with humor. I 
especially enjoyed the introduction 
of new lover Lauren into the circle 
of Maris’s old friends. The lesbian 
communities are reflected with 
skill and understanding. 

Possessions is one good read, 
but keep all the lights on. Some¬ 
where around page five, the dark

T he Harlem Renaissance was a 
radical artistic movement that 
struggled for African-American 
representation in mediums where for¬ 
merly their presence had been nearly 
nonexistent. Rhapsodies in Black: The 
Art of the Harlem Renaissance brings 
together approximately 130 paintings, 
sculptures, photographs, prints, and 
drawings from this post-World War I 
phenomenon, plus rare archival film 
and sound recordings. 

These works both influenced and 
reflected the emerging new image of 
the African-American community — 
of a sophisticated, savvy culture with a 
rich African heritage. The portraits of 
William H. Johnson were meant to 
show the dignity of the “New Negro,” 
and the bright, celebratory colors of 
Archibald J. Motley Jr/s lively night¬ 
club scenes shattered the caricatures of 
black culture as primitive and “time¬ 
less.” The symbolism in Aaron Dou- 
glass paintings -— broken chains, 
dancing African shadow-figures, and 
the utopian city on a hill —- reflected 
the idealism and faith in progress at 
the heart of the movement. 

But there was a darker side coupled 
with this exuberant optimism. Oscar 
Micheaux’s brilliant 1919 silent film. 
Within Our Gates, gave a withering ex¬ 
amination of the poverty and injustice 
of Southern sharecropping and the 
horrors of lynching. The photography 
of Doris Ulmann, such as “Baptism 
Scene, South Carolina 1929-30,” and 
“Untitled, Family by Cabin Door” 
showed black life in the rural south, 
standing in contrast to the hedonisti< 
sophistication of Richard S. Robert 
New Yorkers in their raccoon c 
and flashy cars.

There, hidden among 
the straight porn section, were 
pulp fiction books (to call them 
“novels” would over-dignify 
them) with hard-core gay sex de¬ 
scribed with a maximum of saliva 
on every page. I treasured them 
and sneaked them home, but I 
also hid them away because they 
were trash. Then came the Seven¬ 
ties, and suddenly there was Gor¬ 
don Merrick. His novels gave bla¬ 
tantly gay themes a certain re¬ 
spectability, and they were the 
perfect books for the Stonewall 
generation, post-1969. 

Okay, so it’s not great litera¬ 
ture. Merrick’s most famous 
works, the Peter-and-Charlie tril¬ 
ogy, feature breathless sexual en¬ 
counters on almost every other 
page. The two heroes, who try

The Puzzled Heart by Amanda 
Cross; Ballantine, $21 

'k f you’ve never read one of 

Amanda Cross’ Kate Fansler 
II mysteries, you should before 
you read her latest, The Puzzled 
Heart. Although the book stands 
on its own, much of the fun is see¬ 
ing the always controlled, always 
unflappable Kate Fansler in a 
complete panic. Her husband 
Reed has been kidnapped and the 
ransom demand is not for money. 
No, the forthrightly feminist 
Fansler must write and publish an 
essay in which she “publicly re¬ 
cants her insane (sic) feminist po¬ 
sition.” She must announce “why 
she was abandoning feminism 
and joining the right wing in its 
efforts to restore true family val¬ 
ues.” She is further warned: “Nei¬ 
ther the police nor any govern¬ 
ment agency must be contacted.” 
Her immediate response to the 
ransom letter — and this is why 1 
love Kate Fansler — is: “I hate 
people who use contact as a verb.” 

Amanda Cross, who in her 
academic life is feminist scholar 
and biographer Carolyn G. Heil- 
brun, creates a lovable, if acerbic, 
always credible amateur sleuth 
who happens to be a professor of 
English Literature at Columbia. 
Much of the fun of the novels, 
twelve to date, issues from her al¬ 
ways astute commentary on the 
horrors of contemporary acad¬ 
eme. Better than those observa¬ 
tions, however, is the elegance 
with which Cross constructs and 
then solves the mysteries. In The 
Puzzled Heart, a St. Bernard 
puppy may be the most impor¬ 
tant clue, or the most adorable red 
herring, in the history of the mys¬ 
tery genre. As I said, The Puzzled 
Heart may be enjoyed on its own, 
but treat yourself to some of the 
best mysteries around, and read 
all the Kate Fansler novels. You 
won’t be disappointed. ▼ 


their darnedest to be 
faithful to each other, 
create dramatic tension 
by failing repeatedly to 
reach their goal of 
monogamy. Equally 
blond and buff, Charlie and Peter 
are referred to repeatedly as 
“gods.” These perfect American 
specimens have jobs, but making 
a living rarely impedes their con¬ 
stant pursuit of pleasure. Our he¬ 
roes are fortunate enough to 
spend their lives cruising the 
Mediterranean from the South of 
France to the Aegean, surrounded 
by other beautiful people, and 
wining and dining fabulously. 
“Fabulous,” in fact, is one of Mer¬ 
rick’s favorite adjectives (long be¬ 
fore the Ab Fab generation), along 
with “divine” and “darling.” And 
there is always the chance that a 
glamorous real-life celebrity like 
Marlene Dietrich may wander 
into the proceedings, which take 
place somewhere vaguely in the 
1940s and 50s. 

Gordon Merrick’s novels, re¬ 
gardless of their resemblance to 
Danielle Steel bodice-busters, 
hold an important place in gay lit¬ 
erature. If their heroes are^till 
pretty closeted, their creator was 
not. His celebration in print of 
gay sensibilities and gay passions 


paved the way for other gay 
authors to address more serious 
matters in subsequent decades. 
And, unlikely role models though 
they may be, Peter and Charlie 
helped to open closet doors across 
the country merely by the fact of 
their existence. 

The handsomely packaged 
trilogy has now been re-released 
with titillating cover art (by 
“Beau”), featuring two entwined 
blond Adonises, which should at¬ 
tract a new generation of readers. 
It is fun to revisit the days before 
condoms and to observe our hero 
as we thrill to the' thought of “his 
sex lifting achingly; it felt as if it 
would remain erect forever.” On 
calmer pages, Merrick provides 
equally delicious observations of 
other sensual pleasures, particu¬ 
larly the preparation and con¬ 
summation of mid-century 
Mediterranean cuisine. 

The author’s surviving part¬ 
ner, Charles Hulse, has published, 
in addition to the trilogy, another 
Merrick work, Now Let’s Talk 
About Music (Alyson Publica¬ 
tions, $12.95). ▼
